The little si!ver 
foundling has been left on the White House 
steps, but the President has passed it over to 
Congress. recognizing in the House and Sen- 
‘ate its rightful parents.

Senator Voorhees, Chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, said: ‘‘I think the Presi- 
dent has acted wisely, and I have nodoubt 
that as soon as Congress gets to work it will 
repeal the Sherman act. I voted against the 
bill when it came upon a yea and nay vote, 
when it passed, and told the silver men who 
supported it that it was not the legislation 
they needed for silver and that they would 
live to regret the day they supported it.

All this, if nothing more, points 
to a general breakingup of the old silver 
lines in the House, But it indicates much 
more. The outlook in the Senate is not 
promising for the unconditional repeal 
ofthe law. The Senate, operating under 
traditions rather than rules, cannot be 
forced to a speedy determination of the 
question, and if the silver men are so dis- 
posed, and itis not unreasonable to assume 
that Senators Stewart, Teller, Jones and 
Walcott will allow any opportunity for ob- 
struction to pass, the fight may be pro- 
longed indefinitely.

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MUST ABANDON SILVER. 


How London Financiers View the Crisis 
In This Country. 

LONDON, July 1.—In the city to-day the 
silver question is the sole topic of. conversa: 
tion and the one question is, what the United 
States propose te do? The most interest- 
ingand agreeable news the cable brought 
for this morning’s papers was that President 
Cleveland had issued a call for a special 
session of Congress for Aug. 7. Both the 
opponents and friends of silver agree that 
there is but one thing for Congress to do 
and that is llow the action in India by 
repealing the sherman law. No one seems 
able to gauge the silver situation. All the 
great financiers agree that the United States 
has the situation in its hands if it has not 
already passed beyond control. 

In London the one opinion is that the 
United States must abandon silver, and 
quickly. Some financiers think it is already 
too late, but the best informed men, those 
who have someidea of the resources and 
wealth of the United States, think the crisis 
may be averted if there is no further drift- 
ing, but there is a fear here that silver has 
too many and too powerful friends, who can- 
not orwili not see that its cause is lost for 
the present atleast. The Morning Post pre- 
sents the question thus: When fs the govern- 
ment 0 the Union to stop the 
sapping of the national credit, 
now so dangerous to the country’s 
interests? This is the question which the 
action of the Indlan Government has forced 
to the front, and which now exercises the 
minds of men of both sides of the Atlantic 
more than the immediate fate of India itself. 
They cannot be put to one side by fervent 
patriotic utterances, and if they be not 
answered soon ina way that reassures fund 
holdersthe fall which this week has wit- 
nessedin all American railroad securities 
may be followed by a yet heavier deprecia- 
tion. On the other hand it is possible that 
the action of the Indlan executive will 
have the good effect of putting an end 
to doubt all around. It has struck down su- 
ver, hoping to save itself, and it will, at 
least, compel other governments, like that 
ofthe United States, to stop counting two 
and two as six or seven, even if they do so by 
boldly accepting facts and going wholly over 
to silver money. In addition to the uneasi- 
ness over the silver question England has to 
fret over the depressed state of trade, as in- 
dicated by the revenue returns forthe past 
three months. In many items the estimated 
fall for twelve months has been absorbed 
by the first tbree months, and the indications 
for short crops and further decrease. Ajto- 
gether the situation is one that needs hopeful 
news from America.

Many Financiers Think Her Action a Leap 
in the Dark. 


Loxpox, July 1.—The newspapers are full 
of varied opinions of India’s new attitude 
towards silver. All speeches and leaders 
show that nobody dare risk his reputation by 
prophesying the result of India’s action, 
The Bimetailic League, Sir William Houlds- 
worth’s society of bimetallists, has met and

Not only commercial representatives 
in Bombay and Calcutta, but even civil ser- 
vice associations and other British societies 
are sending protests to the India office, Lord 
Roberts, former cOmmander of the forces in 
India, and Sir Albert Seymour have received 
numerous appeals to start an agitation in 
England against the course of the Indian 
Government.

Mr. Chaplin, formerly President of Agricult- 
ure, and Mr. Balfour, Unionist leader in the 
House of Commons, all of whom have said 
much as to the battle of the standards, now 
refuse to talk on the subject, further tHan to 
say that India has ee yo the money 
problemimmeasurably.

Scarcely had the paper gone to 
when the announcement was 
made that the superintendent of 
the Granite Mountain mine had re- 
ceived orders to shut down, and the news fell 
like a thunderbolt on the smaller stock.

now unfortunate company. 

Many ofthe smaller as wel! of the larger 
holders of stock held on to their certificates 
with the hope that something might turn 
up, as it had once before, and result in 
their becoming suddenly and unexpectedly 
wealthy. 

Their hopes, however, were doomed to dis- 
appointment. Duringthe past three years 
they have seen the market price of this 
famous mining stock steadily decline from 
$67 per share to $45, $25, $20, $15, $10. Until 
Friday it was freely offered for $2, with no 
bidders at over $1, and yesterday there were 
no bidders at all. 

Still there was a hope that the tone of the 
silver market might improve, or that richer 
ore would be struck, or that something un- 
foreseen might develop which would restore 
public confidence in the stock and again send 
it booming to about the $50 mark. 

Instead of this the fail in the market of the 
price of silver came, which together with the 
general financial stringency prevailing on all 
sides, caused the stock-certificates of the 


Granite Mountain company to be considered 
little more than the paper on which they 
were written. 

Banks would not accept them as collateral 
and to sell at the prevailing prices 
meant ruination to the heavier stockholders, 
With this state of affairs existing, no money 
on hand to run the mines, no means of 
raising any on the stock, and with 450 men 


on the pay roll turning out an inferior grade 
of ore, which it does not pay to smelt, it is 
no wonder that the di ors of the co 

ny came tothe conclusion that it was time 
to calla halt and shut down the mines. 


HAVE BEEN LOSING MONEY. 

For the past six months the Granite Moun- 
tain company has been steadily losing 
money. It has been an open secret that un- 
less something miraculous happened, this 
modern Golconda would go by the board and 
sweep with it a score or more of reputed 
millionaires. 

The miraculous did not happen and the 
consequence is that $10,000,000 worth of stock 
which was once th®ught to be worth $25,000,- 
000 can be bought to-day for a mere song. 

Men who were reported to be worth $2,000,- 
000 and $3,000,000 each a couple of years ago, 
will now be reported in the thousands or 
hundreds of thousands of dollars list, while 
many of them perhaps will find themasélves 
flat broke. ‘ 

The causes which led to the shutting down 
of the Granite Mountain Mines were the same 
as those which led to the closing of the 
Bimetallic and other Montana and Colorado 
Mines. Work on them may be resumed at 
some future date but the prospects 
are that untill Congress meets in Au tand

More than the anti-railroad-combine 
law, which we cited yesterday, stands in 
the way of the monopoly combination of 
the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal 
Railway Co. and the St. Louis Terminal 
Association. 

In addition to the prohibition of the 
joint operation of competing lines or any 
agreement between them, which should 
break the combination between the ter- 
minals, the Post-DisPaATcH pointed 
out that the charter of the Merchants’ 
Bridge forbids consolidation or pooling 
with any other bridge. Of course, the 
bridge managers will reply that there is no 
consolidation or pooling. Shrewd lawyers 
have doubtless drawn up the agreement 
between tH® companies with a view to 
evading this charter provision. But there 
is a practical consolidation—a consolida- 
tion of interests—and a joint operation on 
a non-competitive basis for mutual benefit 
which constitutes a practical pooling ar- 
rangement. The object of thecharter is 
defeated, and itis mere evasive quibbling 
which no court should sustain to plead 
otherwise. 

There is also possible protection against 
monopoly rates in the provision of the 
Merchants’ Terminal franchise requiring 
a reduction of rates when the earnings ex- 
ceed 8 per cent on the actual capital in- 
vested. 

If the Federal, State and city authorities 
do their duty St. Louis commerce will not 
be ‘throttled as of old bya bridge and 
terminal combine. It will enjoy the 
benefits of ‘‘fair and open competi- 
tion.’’

TEE PARDONING POWER. 


Pn a brief statement of his opinion with 
regard to the exercise of the pardoning 
power Gov. Stone writes: 

It is not an exaggeration to say that prac- 
tically one-half my time is absorbed in listen- 
ingto these applications. Mothers, wives, 
daughters, lawyers, friends are coming con- 
stantly from every part of the State, singly, 
by twos, and threes, and often in larger dele- 
gations, to present or press applications for 
pardon upon my consideration, It is dim- 
cult to deny these people a hearing after they 
have comé long distances for the pur pose of 
presenting their reasons for executive inter- 
ference. The fact remains, however, that 
an undue proportion of my time 1s consumed 
with these matters, and the strain upon 
nervous Vitality resulting from the pathetic 
incidents connected with them is very ex- 


hausting. 
The Governor properly remarks that no 


appeal should lie to the Executive on the 
merits of a case, that it is not within the 
gubernatorial province to retry a case 
after the courts have passed on it, and 
there should be substantial reasons for in- 
terference. But, on the other hand, there 
is a high obligation on the part of the 
Executive vested with the pardoning 
power to exercise it whenever justice or a 
reasonable consideration of clemency de- 
mands action. Courts are not infallible, 
errors will arise and circumstances often 
make interference imperative. The Gov- 
ernor, therefore, is bound to devote some 
attention to every case brought before him 
—sufficient at least to determine whether 
he ought to consider the question of grant- 
ing a pardon.

Is it 
right to place this labor and responsibility 
upon one official charged with so many 
other duties and cares?

MITCHELL’S SIGNATURE ALREADY SE- 
CURED TO TEMPORARY ARTICLES. 


| How President Dominick O'Malley and 
Matchmaker Lou Houseman Oiroum- 
vented the Coney Island Athletic Club 
—Corbett’s Position—He Is Willing to 
Take on Peter Jackson if Corbett Backs 
Out—Charley Puts Up Another £500. 


Cuicaco, July 1.—The Chicago Athletic 
Club has as good as zlinched the interna- 
tional heavy-weight championship battle 
between James J. Corbett and Charley Mitch- 
ell, The club has been working in a quiet 
Way on the match ever since its inception 
last May, and to-day President Dominick OC. 
O’Malley and his matchmaker, Lou . 
Houseman, put the finishing touches on 
combat of ancient or modern 
times. The obstacles which had 
to be overcome were many. To 
begin with, Corbett had signed conditional 
articles of agreement to fight Mitchell be- 
fore the Coney Island Club for a purse of $40, - 
000. It was the conditional clause in this 
contract which made the arena of the 
Columbian Athletic Club possibie as the 
scene ofthe big fight. The articles which 
Corbett had signed called for the signatu 
of Mitchell to a likeinstrument. O'Malley 
knew that Mitchell would never consent to 
fight for the Coney Island Athletic Club if 
there was any way out of it. He 
was also satisfied that Corbett, anxious to 
fight Mitchell, was equally anxious to keep 
his word with his friends of the Coney Island 
Club. Following up this line of argument, 
O'Malley started his European agents 
after Mitchell. The success of the former’s 
plans is best told in the agreement of Cor- 
bett with the club. This document, after 
stating that Corbett agrees to accept a purse 
of $40,000 from the Columbian Athletic Club 
of Chicago for a contest to a n- 
ish between Charles Mitchell of London 
England, and himself, says that he (Corbett) 
has signed with the Coney Island Club to 
meet Mitchell for a purse of $40,000 and con- 
psiders himself bound to the Coney Island 
where the conditions are at all equal. 
Corbett, however, in view of the 
fact that Mitchell has not yet signed with the 
club (the signatures of both principals being 
required to make the match) agrees that if 
Mitchell will not meet him defore 
the Coney Island Club tor their 
$40,000 purse, he, (Corbett) will accept 
the terms in the Columbian Athletic OClub 
for the increased offering. Corbett further 
agrees, if Mitchell falls to meet him for the 
heavy-weight championship of the worid, to 
take Peter Jackson in Mitchell’s place, the 
battle to occur on the date already set for his 
contest with Mitchell. 

Shortly after Corbett had signed the fore- 
going agreement, O'Malley received the fol- 
lowing cablegram: 

LONDON, England, July 1, 1893. 
To Dominick C. O° Malley, President of the Colum- 
bian Athietic Club, Chicago: 

Mitchell accepts $45,000 offor. Ihave his signa- 
ture to temporary articles of agreement, pending 
arrival of nal. Have posted 4500 for you with At- 
kinson of the Sporting Life. GEO. MCDONALD. 

Mitchell’s signature to temporary articles 
seems to settle the fact that he prefers to 
fight here, as he has never given any intima- 
tion that he would join with Corbett by ax 
ing his signature to the Coney Island Club’s 
articles. 


FEIGNING INSANITY. 


The General Belief Regarding Murderer 
W. J. rong | 


Quincy, III., July1.—The ca8e of W. J. 
Jamison, condemned to hangon Aug. 18 for 
the murder of Charles Aaron, came up in the 
Circuit Court to-day onthe petition of Rev. 
Wm. F. Mayo of the Good Shepherd 
Church. In his petition the Rev. Mayo 
alleges that the prisoner is insane and that it 
is contrary tothe law to launch into the 
presence of his maker any lunatic or insane 
criminal, At Jamison’strial an effort was 
made to prove him insane then but the jury 
declared him sane and brought in a verdict 
of guilty of murder in the first degree. 

The case next found ita way into the Su- 
preme Court, and two weeks ago the su- 
preme Court affirmed the decision of this 
court and fixed August 18 as the day of exe 
eution. a last effort the law providing 
against the execution of any insane person 
was taken advantage of by Col. W.W. Berry, 
defendant’sattorney. It was a novel case, 
there being no precedent. In fact it is the 
first time that this law has been taken ad- 
vantage of. The case was tried upon the 
ground that the prisoner is insane at the 
present time. Much interest is taken 
in the case throughout this section of the 
State and here in the city. Another lynch- 
ing night have been attempted had the 
jury decided that the prisoner was insane. 

Ever since his first trial Jamison has 
claimed that he was a servant of God and 
was controlled entirely by Him.

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Facts About the Loss of the Victoria 
Coming to the Surface, 


RESCUED OFFICERS sar THE ADMIRAL 
WAS RESPONSIBLE. 


. 


But Fe Went Down With His Men and 
His Ship and Cannot Answer the 
Charge — Further Details of the Sea 
Horror Told by Men Who Were Saved 
From the Boiling Waters That En- 
gulfed the Stricken Veszel 


Lonrpow, July 1.—Little by little the facts 
about the loss of the Victoria on Thursday of 
last week in the Mediterranean Sea are com- 
ing out. The British Admiralty office is 
admittedly in the possession of knowledge 
which will enable the Government to lay the 
blame for the terrible disaster where it 
rightfully belongs. The information comes 
from Officers of the Victoria and Oamper- 
down. The Admiralty has also dispatches 
from Rear Admiral Markham, who com- 


manded the Camperdown. 


Admiralty officials refuse to divulge the 
contents of these telegrams to the press until 
after the court-martial shall have been held 
at Portsmouth to ascertainevery fact coa- 
nected with the loss of the battleship. Every 
effort is being made at Malta to keep in 
seclusion the survivors of the disaster who 
arrived there yesterday, and to prevent them 
from talking about the collision. The Gov- 
ernment will be questioned in the House of 
Commons on Monday, asto the reasons for 
this attempt to maintain secrecy. 

Telegrams received in London to-day from 
Valetta give an accurate and graphic 
account of the catastrophe, and also 
shed light on the true cause of the 
collision. In an interview an officerof the 
Victoria, who was saved from the sea, says 
Rear Admiral Markham saw that dy follow- 
ing the order signalled from the flagship 
a collision was bound to occur, and made 
preparations accordingly. The signal for the 
formation desired by the Vice-Admiral was 
sent twice, but the Rear Admiral disregarded 
it each time. The Vice-Admiral then sig 
nalled Why are not my orders obeyed?’’ 
Rear Admiral Markham was then obliged to 
obey the order and the collision resulted. 

The officer further said: ‘‘Thé engines of 
both vessels were reversed when the collision 
occurred, The ram of the Camperdown ran 
more than half way through the Victoriv. 
After the collision the other ships of the fleet 
wanted to lower boats and had started todo 
so when Vice-Admiral Tryon signalled them 


to stop. 

Continuing, the officer said: ‘*The ques- 
tion is, could Rear Admiral Markham have 
carried out the evolution when Vice-Admiral 
Tryon first signalled, or was the danger 
caused by the Rear Admiral waiting for the 
third signal? All those acquainted with the 
circumstances say the evolution could not 
have been performed without collision when 
the first two signals were given, and that no 
extra danger was incurred through the Rear 
Admiral’s delay in obeying orders signalled 
to him.’’

THE FULL STORY . 


Of the Loss of the Victoria Told by 
Officers Who Were Saved. 


VALETTA, Island of Malta, July 1.—Supple- 
menting the story already cabled to the 
United States from Tripoli your correspon- 
dent has been enabled to gather complete de- 
tails of the loss of the British battleship Vic- 


toria. These details come from the lips of 
officers of the doomed vessel who were saved. 
Most of the men seen de- 
cline for obvious reasons to have their names 
published, but the reliability of the inter- 
views following may be entirely de- 
pended on. 

A sub-officer who was attached to the Vic- 
toria says: The fleet was maneuvering 
when Vice-Admiral Tryon signaled to the 
first division to turn sixteen points to star- 
board. The object of this maneuver was to 
bring the ships in — for anchoring. 
Vice-Admiral Tryon either férgot or mistook 
the distance between the two columns, which 
were six cable lengths (3,600 feet) apart. rhe 
leading ships having turned to- 
ward each other in a circle, 
the diameter of which was three 
cable lengths (1,800 feet) a collision was in- 
evitable. The Camperdown struck the Vic- 
toria on the starboard side, midway de- 
tween her cat-heads andthe turret. When 
Rear Admiral Markham saw that his ship 
was bound to strike the Victoria he si led 
for the Camperdown’s engines to re- 
versed. It was too late, however, to much 
check the Camperdown’s headway, and she 
struck the Victoria a fearful blow. Not only 
did the ram of the Camperdown penetrate 
the fig@gship, but her forecastle was shoved 
ten feet under the forecastle of the Victoria. 

„ THE CALL OF DANGBR. 

„A bugle call was sounded on the flagship, 
calling all hands to their stations, and the 
order given to close the water tight doors in 
the bulkheads a minute before the collision 
occurred. The Camperdown, however, was 
swinging rapidly toward the Victoria, and 
those on the flagship scarcely had time to 
reach the compartments before the vessels 
came together. Then the water, rushing into 
the ship through several of the forward 
doors, prevented access to those compart- 
ments. The officers who were inthe ward- 
room felt the shock, which was tremendous, 
and heard the sound of tearing iron 
and the rushing of the water on board. 
A Dugie sounded the collision alarm, but 
though everybody aboard knew he was in 
imminent danger, there was not the slighest 
trace of a panic. Perfect discipline was 
maintained and eve order was obeyed as 
soon as it was given. e pumps were cleared 
foraction and Capt. Maurice Bourke, flag 
captain ofthe fleet, made an inspection to 
ascertain what bulkhead doors were closed. 
All hands were then ordered 
the port side of the ship. The col- 
lision mat and boom were got out. An 
attempt was made to place the mat over the 
hole in the forecastle, but it failed. While 
this was being done Commander Jellicoe was 
engaged in getting the boats out. The rapid 
and increasing list the ship was making 
made this task very difficult. The port side 
ofthe ship was crowded with men, their 
anxiety plainly showing in their counten- 
ances, but order was maintained. The men 
who had been condemned to imprisonment 
were brought from the brig and the sick 
conveyed from the hospital. One man who 
had been below forward at the time of the 
collision had both legs broken by being hit by 
the Camperdown’s ram. 

The Victoria lay with a list of from 20 to 
23 deg. for about two minutes. She was 
settling by the head at the time.

The sight ef men meeting death dy being 
hit by the screw was a horrible one. Many 
who jumped went dowa beneath the water, 
but rose again. In the meantime the Vic- 
toria had turned bottom ap, and in a few 
minutes she plunged down, dow first, carry - 
ing with her many of the men who were 
still clinging to her, they having clambered 
toward her keel as she turned slowly over 
after getting down on her = side. 
About 400 got clear of the ship before she 
sank, but many of them, were struck by 
floating wreckage afterwards and so injured 
that they drowned. The ag that escaped 
from the ship as she went doWn caused any- 
thing that would float to come to the sur- 
face with tremendous force, and the men 
struck by the up-coming articles were in 
many instances never seen afterwards. 

A\HORRIBLE SCENE. 

For 200 yards around the spot where the 
vessel sank the w&ter was a seething mass, 
the men in it being whirled around, half 
choked and dashed against the wreckage for 
aminute or two. Among those who were 
Killed by the propeller was Lieut. Phillip N. 
Monroe. Some of those who met their death 
in this way were terribly mangled, and many 
legs and arms were seen floating in the water 
afterthe ship sank. When lastseen Vice- 
Admiral Tryon was holding to the rall on the 
top of the chart house. He made no attempt 
to leave hig post. Capt. Burke, who was 
saved, was on the forward bridge below Vice- 
Admiral Tryon when the Victoria sank. Lord 
Gilford, the flag lieutenant, had a wonderfu 
escape from below amidships. 1 

Nothing too high in praise ot the behavior 
of the men can be sal Men swam around 
helping others, and many of them seemed to 
think more of "rescuing their comrades than 
of saving their own lives. After the first few 
seconds following the disappearance of the 
ship there was no shouting or screaming, and 
— who died met their deathsilently. Dur- 

ing the terrible half hour from the time of 
— collision until all had been saved whom 
it was = to rescue many acts of hero- 
ism and kindness were done and offered. 

Another officer said: ‘‘At the moment of 
the crashing shock there was a rush for sta- 
tions. At last the Victoria gave a swift lurch 
to starboard as the ship rolled over, and 
then followed a terrible struggle to get hold 
of something to windward.’

Secretary Foster predicted that the revenues 
from customs forthe fiscal year 1893 would 
amount to $197,000,000, but Secretary Car- 
lisle’s figures show the total receipts to be 
$204,000,000. Secretary Foster’s estimate of 
internal revenue receipts was $165,000,000 
while the actual receipts from that source 
have been but $169,000,000, From mis- 
cellansous sources Secretary Foster pro- 
dicted that $20,000,000 would be. received, 
while the actual figures show the amount to 
be about $21,000,000. The expenditures with- 
in the past year have been $383,000,000, ex- 
clusive of the maintenance of the postal 
service, thus leaving a net surplus of $2,000, - 
000. This surplus is exactly the sum predicted 
by Secretary Foster, but in view ofthe fact 
that both the revenues and expenditures 
Nave exceeded his estimate, little credit can 
be claimed for the prediction regarding this 
narrow margin. Secretary Foster’s esti- 
mated expenditure for the maintenance of 
the civil establishment was 5108. 000, o, but 
Secretary Carlisle’s figures put the amount 
thus disbursed at $104,500,000, a decrease of 
$3,500,000, 

Forthe military establishment Secretary 
Foster predicted an expenditure of $49,090, - 
000, but. the statement will show that sum to 
have been $500,000 under the mark. For the 
naval establisument thé estimate was §31,- 
000,000, but Secretary Oarlisle’s figures will 
be $31,500,000. For the maintenance of the In. 
dian service Secretary Foster estimated 39, 


000, 000, but he failed to take into account the

total expenditure for Indian service will be 
about $12,500,000, or $3,500,000 more than the 
estimate. 

For pensions the estimate was $158,000,000 
and Congress appropriated $146,000,000 in the 
regular appropriation and afterward added 
$14,000,000 more in the deficiency bill.

In the games played during 
previous seasons the Pastimes have fully 
held theirown and have added strength to 
their team this year, thus making it reason- 
ably certain that the Windy City clubs will 
know they have been ina gameafter the 
boys get done with them.

scorch are ungestlonable, Dut he sips of the 
pleasures of cycling who looks to speed alone 
forailthe pleasant things cycling can give. 
Provided the day is fairly warm, the country 
of an average picturesquness, what more 

leasant for achange than to amble on a 

azy crawl,to halt at some tempting shady 
nook and be for a brief space, at least, out of 
the hurry-skurry world? Unfortunately for 
themselves there are many cyclists who are 
unable to enjoy this sort of thing, their one 
little pleasure being to improve on theirown 
time over private little local records of their 
own; all very good in their way, no doubt, 
buta mistake when indulged in tothe ex- 
c lus ion of all else. They have never learned 
the art of taking it easy, the perfect 
quiet and contentment of mind that 
can regard with lofty indifference evena 
solid ordinary passi on the road; have 
never acquired the strength of will that says, 
Nothing shall induce’ me to exert myselt,’ 
and keeps the contract; have never wandered 
fora change from their dusty highways to 
the quiet side path. The loss is theirs and is 
greater than is commonly supposed, for who 
of those that have wisely tasted of all the 
various pleasures cycling holds in her 
crowded arms, and looking back to 
those they remember best, does not 
finda lazy day in some fair country very 
near the top? It is not the racing man who 
is most ignorant of the art of taking it easy, 
not by any means; it is the ambitious young- 
ster, the sham ‘‘scorcher,’’ the feeble man 
who fancies himself speedy, these are the 
sort of people who neither really enjoy speed 
cycling, nor even dream of finding enjoy- 
ment in a crawl.

THE PARIS JOCKEY CLUB. 


ItIs an Influential Organization and Very 
Exclusive. 


Special Correspondence 8 UNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

Paris, June 22.—Sixty years ago the Jockey 
Club was founded in Paris, andon the occa- 
sion ofits sixtieth anfttiversary appears the 
history of the club, a work printed only for 
members. The authors are the Marquis de 
Massa and Col. Gilbert, both members of the 
Jockey Club for many years. The work is 
most interesting to all friends of sport, foras 
history of the Jockey Club, it is also history 
ofracingin France. It contains a list of all 
of the permanent members successively ad- 
mitted since the foundation of the club, with 
the names of the sponsors, their military 
rank andthe various Government positions 
held by them. The authors have found that 
fromthe beginning until the present time 
the Jockey Club has admitted 2,034 members, 
of whom 292 were foreigners. To-day the 
club has 715 members, 

Among those belonging to royal houses are 
mentioned the King of the Belgians, King 
Milan of Servia, the late King of the Nether- 
lands, the Duke of Orleans, who died in 1842; 
the Prince of Orange, who dled in 1879; Prince 
of Wales, Prince Royal of Denmark, Duke de 
Nomours, the Duke de Lenchtenberg, who 
died in 1891; Duke George of Lenchtenberg 
and Duke Eugene de Lenchtenberg. 
American Ministers and Secretaries of Le- 
gation in Paris are, if they wish, admitted as 
temporary members of the Jockey Olud, 
during their term of office. Aside from the 
diplomats, not a half-dozen Americans have 
been received in the club. 

Amongthe French members are counted 
eleven Cabinet Ministers, twenty-two Peers 
of France, 121 Senators and Deputies, sevea- 
teen Ambassadors, eighteen Ministers Pleni- 

otentiary, elghty-one Secretaries of Em- 
— and 550 army and navy officers. 

Properly speaking, the Jockey Club is not 
an independent organization, buta pert of 
the Soclety forthe Improvement of Equine 
Race in France, and, in 1833, the society 
founded the club, The first members were 
Count Demidof, Prince de la Moskowa, Duke 
de Guiche, Ernest Leroy, Charles Laffitte, N. 
Denormandie, Delanarre, Count de Cambis 
and Lord Seymour, The first aim of the so- 
clety was to organize in a more practical 
manner the races, instituted in 1805 by Na- 
poleon I., and to this day, the race courses 
of the present day owe their rules and regu- 
lations, The society receives its income from 
annual fees of the members, from subsidy of 
Government, municipal and raflroads. 

In 1888 this society was able to spend only 
48,000 francs; to-day its yearly expenses, in- 
cluding prizes, amount to over 1,000,000 


nes. 

The most famous of the races supervised 
this society are the Grand Prix de Paris, that 
takes —— at Longchamps; the French der- 
by at Ohantilly and the Grand Prix de Deau- 

lie, near Trouville. 

The President of the society is Count Florian 
de Kergorlay. He is son of a deputy of the 
National Assembly of 1871, and his entire life 
has been consecrated to questions of s é 
It was he who created the race tracks of Ber. 
nay, Blanzy and Beauvais. In 1878 he was ad- 
mitted to the jockey club, and because of 
Count de Kergoriay’s diplomacy, the Munici- 

al Council of Paris continues to allow 60,000 

rancs a year as its share for the Grand Prix 
de Longchamps.

Onicaeo, July 1.—Nobody comes to the 


pair without spending a day on the Midway 
‘Plaisance. Mr. Depew says itis worth run- 


ming in debt to see. The Infanta Eulalia 


‘went there every day. Each isa good au- 
thority and the public agrees with them 
fully. The Plaisance offers no very lofty or 
intellectual form of entertainment unless 
One goes there to study distant nations and 
their ways. But most people would rather 
be amused than instructed. Hence visitors 
to the Fair seek the road to the Plaisance. 
It ts a broad street and has a length of 
nearly a mile. At all times itis filled witha 
changing crowd. People go by thousands 
Into the villages that line either side, but the 
¢rowd in the street, constantly reinforced, 
Seems never to diminish. All nations are 
there, Ifthey donot come as visitors they 
are present to be seen by those who do, 

The Oriental races are most numerous, The 
potent American pocket-boak has drawn 
heavily upon the somewhat uatidy 
East to furnish a summer’s amusement 
for the people. An Arab ina big burrous, 
called white by courtesy, and robes to which 
the Chicago atmosphere has tmparted new 
tinges, jostles you in the crowd. Muscular 
Turks come trotting by with sedan chairs, 
and Christians must get out of the Moham- 
medan way if they expect to escape without 
Druises. Chinamen walk gravely along ap- 
parently taking no notice of the crowd or its 
cosmopolitan nature. But the bright eyes 
andexpressive faces of the Japanese show 
that they are watching the shifting multitude 
and delight in its changes. Occasionally a 
‘Drown, timid little man from the Island of 
Java steals through the street in his humble, 
pleading way, and hurries to his bamboo 
village, where he is not likely to be trodden 
upon by bigger and stronger men. Zulus, 
Samoans, Algerians, Kurds, Brazilians, Da- 
homeyans, Soudanese, Egyptians and nobody 
knows how many more, mingle in the crowd 
and lend to its variety and confusion. 

GOLD LACE AND SHAKOS. 

There are plenty of uniforms. The Aus- 
trians and the Germans have military bands 
here, and Russian, French, Italian and Span- 
ish officers are among the sight-seers, The 
supply of gola lace and shakos seems inex- 
haustible. Officersand soldiers sport their 
brightest raiment, and mild-mannered citi- 
gens trip over the swords of their gorgeous 
military friends. 

Addtothis the chatter of two or three 
dozen tongues ofthe Old World and every 
variety of American accent, and you have as 
pretty a scene of confusion as must have oc- 
curred when the people streamed down from 
the Tower of Babel, and took their departure 
for the four corners of the earth. 

It is best to look down upon this medley of 
color from the top of the Ferris wheel on a 
bright day. 

At that distance the strong lines are blotted 
out. The crowd tis a solid sheet, broken only 
insolor. The bright hues of the Eastern cos- 
tumes show undefiled by the dirst and strains 
which most Eastern people seem to like. The 
ugly and distorted features that the majority 
ofthe African and Asiatic races possess are 
effaced, and wecan admire the torrent of 
color that streams up and down the street 
without the disenchantment that comes with 
too close contact.

THE BEER TUNNEL. 


The beer tunnel is in the Vienna Baxery, 
on the Plaisance. It is a long, narrow, low 
room, lighted by small windows on one side. 
In fact, it is just what ite name indicates. 
There are many small tables, and at certain 
hours of the day it is filled with people 
drinking beer and smoking. 

It is one of the best places an the Plaisance 
to study nationalities. Visitors and people 
from ali the villages go there. For the time 
being rece prejudices are lost sight of over 
the beer. Here, at least, a ss of beer 
makes the whole world Kin, 

This place is patronized by women, but not 
by American women. It is orderly,manayed 
somewhat like a beer garden in Germany. 
But the American woman does not take 
kindly to that sort of thing. Sometimes one 
comes, but she looks around atthe beer and 
smoke and the 28 ubeasily, and the 
American man is all the prouder of her be- 
cause he sees that she feels she ought to be 
somewhere else. 

THE SAMOAN CITY. 

Not far from the beer tunnel ig the village 
ofthe Samoans. The Samoans come from a 
warm country and do not dissipate their 
mental energies on questions of dress. In 
order to reproduce their life in their own 
country they must appear here in their regu- 
lation native attire. ence it can be said 
truthfully that in the matter of costume they 
outstrip all competitors. Some over-modest 
people from Oineinnati have suggested that 
the Samoans might take cold, but the pro- 
prietor of the Samoan village knows his bus!- 


Physically, the Samoans are, perhaps the 
finest looking people at the Fair. One has 
opportunities for proving the truth of 

this remark. 

The men have broad, deep chests. Their 
arms are large and powerfully muscled. On 
some ot them the bunches of muscle stand 
out like the knots on the arms and shoulders 
of Sandow, the strong man. They heve large 
round heads, set on thick, powerful necks, 
and oval features. 

One of them a head like that we see in 
the pictures of Daniel Webster, and the old 
chief is as grave and dignified in his bearing 
as the great Daniel himself was, or ought to 
have been. There isa woman in the group 
who has a face and features such as Boadicea 
must have possessed. 

But the strength of these Samoans, both 
mental and physical, is chiefly in appear- 
ance. Despite their large frames and mus- 
cular looks they are not powerful. No vil- 
lagers on the Plaisance are more easily con- 
trolled than they. A half-dozen Arabs, if 
given the opportunity, could ldot the whole 
Village and carry of every woman and child 
into captivity. 

A SAMOAN THEATER. 

These Samoans illustrate their songs and 
dances on a good-sized stage. They have a 
Painted background of Samoan scenery, 
showing high mountains, luxurious vegeta- 
tion and natives clothed mostly in cocoanut 
leaves. Both singing and dancing are mo- 
notonous like those of all savage nations. 
The Samoans sit down Turkish fashion, in a 
semi-circle on the stage. The woman with 
the Boadicea face sits in the center. The 
chief, with the Daniel Webster head, sits be- 
side her. 

The woman begins a curious kind of chant, 
and all the others join in. This is carried on 
indefinitely and is accompanied by swayittg 
of the body and waving of the hands. This 
is both singingand dancing. One is struck 
by the number of shrill notesin the Samoan 
songs. The woman with the Boadicea face, 
who is the star singer of the troupe, has the 
shrillest voice ofall. She can sit cross- 
legged on the stage and chant away in her 
Sar - piercing manner all day long. ‘There is 
a certain rhythm in the chant. and doubtless 
if one were a Samoan he could tell by the ex- 
* when the song meant to express 

ear, or job or sadness or any other emotion. 

Nor are Samoans ungraceful. As their 
bodies sway together and the light plays over 
their brilliant feather head-dresses, and 
their brown shoulders, one can imagine 
readily that this sort of dress would be very 
effective inthe South Sea Islands with the 
surroundings of tropical foliage and breezes 
that are always warm, 

Itisa pity that these South Sea Islanders 
are not as Arcadian asthey seem. But they 
take very kindly to European and American 
vices, besides having a large and select stock 
of their own, and have fought among each 
other so much that they are approaching the 
point of extinction, 

THE JAVANESE. 

Nat far fromthe Samoans is the Javanese 
Village. The Javanese are the smallest and 
the most effeminate-looking people on the 
plaisance, After seeing them it is not hard 
to understand how a few thousand Dutch- 
men rule 25,000,000 of them, and how the 
whole 25,000,000 live on an island no large 
than the State of New York, and yet leave 
| gy of room for the larger wild beasts like

But the Javanese are an inquisitive people.

Cotton has done remarkably well during 
the past week and heid much steadier than 
most other speculative articles.

Some merchants and 
manufacturers think that the action of the 
Indian Government will benefit business 
when the changed conaitions are fully un- 
derstoou, while others fear that the increas- 
ing divergence of value between the rupee 
and silver will ultimately break down the 
official basis on which it is sought to give a 
gold value. Manufacturers and spinners 
who have given little attention to the cur- 
rency question are disposed to reckon on 
higher rates of exchange being synonymous 
witn higher prices for their goods, and are 
inclined to raise their quotations according- 
ly. Reports from the crop indicate thatthe 
growing cotton is getting along in good 
shape, though dry weather is needed in 
some sections of the cotton belt to enable

There was no marked change in hay this 
past week. Receipts were 2,352 tons, against

speak of, a rather firm and steady market on 
this class of offerings has ruled.

There is here shown a deficiency in four 
greatcrops of 114,000,000 bu, or 12 per cent, 
against which must be set the extraordinary 
surplus in the River Plate of at least 16,000,000 
bu, and the moderate excess in Australasia 
and Chill. France, Germany and the United 
Kingdom willall reap smaller harvests than 
they secured a year ago. Russia is at pres- 
ent an unknown quantity, as are also Spain 
and Turkey; the north coast of Africa can 
hardly be expected to do much in the way of 
exportation, but the crops there have vastly 
improved upon their promise of two months 


ago. 


The London Cargo List (Dornbusch), in its 
weekly review of the English grain markets, 
says: 

**Wheat—The market endeavors to keep the 
even tenor of its way, but ever and anon is 
frustrated by the instability of America, 
where the burden of ponderous supplies is 
rendered unduly irksome by financial stum- 
bling biocks in the commercial path. In Eu- 
rope thereisa disposition to xo on buying, 
and the large weekly shipments and heavy 
quantity afloat bear testimony to the steady 
determination of prudent millers and prac- 
tical merchants to acquire wheat at the un- 
precedentedly low prices now current. By 
taking this course provision is made for 
the future and the chances of sudden 
or violent fluctuations guarded against. 
The immediate requirements of this country 
have been satisfied by the absorption ofa 
considerable share of recent arrivals, and 
forwarded United Kingdom inquiry appears 
to be chiefly directed toward Red American 
and Russian parcels, a form ofc. 1. f. bus!- 
ness which is growing in favor. As regards 
foreign wheat France is pursuing a hand to- 
mouth policy, which can be better under- 
stood when it is explained that some of the 
cargoes taken off coast for French account 
were purchased co-operatively by two or 
three, and sometimes more, millers in the 
ports of destination. The absorbtion by the 
Continent of so many cargoes materially re- 
lieves the strain that otherwise might be 
thrown upon the off coast market; at the 
sametime such liberal receipts of foreign 
wheat should more than satisfy the imme- 
diate wants of our neighbors, and may nave 
the effect of tying their hands in respect of 
further purchases for shipment. 

It is recognized that the harvest will be 
unusually early, andthat the new samples 
will be immediately marketed, probably in 
fine millingcondition. Should such de the 
case, the question ofthe size of the crop 
cannot palpably influence the situation. 
Millers will buy the new wheat and treat 
importations with scant courtesy. An,early 
harvest in the principal European countries 
must naturally divert attention from the re- 
serves of former harvests and prevent their 
reduction tothe extent of several million 
quarters.

Mr. John H. Overall stated yesterday after 


noon that the reason the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Terminal Association had not filed a state- 


ment showing its earnings was because | 


the road had none. The agreement 
the two terminal companies have 

red into is to operate the two terminals 

as one. The st. Louis Terminal Association 
is recognized as a portion of the Eads Bridge 
and the St. Louis Merchants’ Terminal Kall- 
road Oompany is the lessee of the Merchants’ 


Bridge. 
When the Merchants’ 


pany was organized 
that the object was to break 
the backbone of the old terminal 
and bridge company; now that the two have 
combined and agreed to operate jointly to 
save expenses, andto operate the belt line 
as one company, the question arises, can the 
company do it? The St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge is now under the control of the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Terminal Railroad Co., and 
the pooling of the bridge with 
any other bridge is a violation of its charter 
which was granted by Congress with the 
distinct understanding that there should be 
no or r between the new 
Drid ge and any other bridge over the Missis- 
The section is as follows. 

Sec. 11. That whereas a principal reason for giv- 
Ing authority to buiid the bridse herein contem- 
plated is to secure reasonable rates and tolls for cor- 
porations and individuais for passing over the same, 
the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Co., or its success- 
Ors or assigns, shall not agree or consent to the con- 
solidation of this bridge with any other bridge 
across the 8 River, or to the pooling of 
the earnings of this bridge company with the 
earnings of any other bridge company on said river, 
nor shall any person whois or may be a director or 
manager of any other bridge over said river be a 
director or manager of the bridge herein previded 
for: Provided, That if this provision of this act shall 
at any time be violated in any of these particulars, 
such violation shall without legal preceeding. at 
once forfeit the privilege hereby granted, and said 
bridge shall become the property of the United 
States, and the Secretary of Warshall take posses- 
sion of the same in the mame and for the use of the 
United States.

HEADS OF ALL THE PRESIDENTS 


Carved With a Penk nife Upon a Slender 
Stick by a Montana Convict. °' 


From the Kansas City Star. 

Daniel Titus, a convict in the Montana 
Penitentiary at Deer Lodge, has senttoa 
Kansas City attorney a cane fashioned by 
himself during his idle hours, which isa 
marvel of artistic work. The stick is a light, 
straight piece of beechwood. A gold head 
orgaments the top, but this is discounted by 
the remarkable wood carving. Conviet 
Titus, with his penknife, has carved upon 


the slender stick faithful representations of 
the faces ot every American President from 
Washington to Harrison. This Includes 
every man who has ever oceupled the White 
House, because President Cleveland, now 
serving his second term, was Harrison’s pre- 
decessor and successor. 

Directly below the ornamental gold head- 
piece the convict carved the American eagle 
and the motto of the United states, E Plur- 
ibus Unum,’’ A shield with the bars and 
stars in the center, an excellent likeness of 
the Father of His Gountr is next, and then 
follow the faces of all the Presidents. The 
stick was 3 taken when green. The 
outer bark was polished and cut away to the 
sapwood. This wag cut and carved in thou- 
sands of delicate hair lines, and then the 
wood was cutaway, leaving each faceon a 
raised surface.

WALL STREET BELIEVES THE SHER. 
MAN LAW WILL BE REPEALED. 


A Firmer Tone Was Thus Given the 
Dealings at the Close of the Week—Top 
Rate Reached for Money—Prompt 
Action of New York Banks Eases th 


Situation. N 


New Tonk, July 1.—The financial week 
closing to-day has been full of incident and 
is big with the fate not only of the stock 
market, but of the national finances and of 
the material prosperity of the United States. 
The events of towering importance is the 
President’s call for an extra session of Con- 
gress aud the action of the Indian Council in 
closing the mints of that country tothe free 
coinage of silver. The President's call for 
an extra session puts the speculation on a 
new basis. Wall street knew by way of 
credible rumors and reports of the expected 
‘call for halfan hour before the close of busi- 
ness yesterdvy andthe market at once be- 
came buoyantand there wasa stampede of 
the shorts. The speculation is now shifted 
from the question of the call foran extra 
session to the action of Congress 
in session, dut the idea prevails that 
the call was not issued until the 
Executive has good reasons for knowing 
the probable attitude of the majority of the 
Senators and Representatives. The almost 
assured, then, repeal of the Sherman law 
opens up a long vista of possibilities and 
probabilities, First and foremost, the en- 
gines will be reversed and thecountry will be 
backed off the track of a depreciated cur- 
rency and switched on the road which the 
experience of civilization has found to be 
the right one. Great harm has been done, 
but the country is too great and prosperous 
to be more than temporarily hurt. The tre- 
mendous liquidation of our securities by 
Europe has been due in great part to fears of 
our financial heresies. Logically, foreign 
investors should now be willing to invest 
again their vast sums of idle money u this 
country. In short, there is reason to believe 
that the turning in the long lane has been 
reached and the country has a right to re- 
gard itself and its future with the compla- 
cency natural in this year of celebrations 
and national rejoicing. 

The market for silver bullion promptly re- 
flected the decisive step of the Indian Council 
in a drop from 82 cents to 2 cents an ounce. 
Coming when it did, in the very disturbed 
condition of the local market, its immediate 
effect was very unsettling, especially upon 
those securities identified with and depend 
ent for their prosperity on the silver mining 
industry, Coming, however, at a time when 
the whole country was clamoring for legisla- 


tive action by Congress on the national cur. 
rency as affect by our silver policy, it was 
more pertinent and welcome. While there 
were evidences before ofa change of senti- 
ment on the part of the advocates of 
free silver, the crisis developed by 
reason ok the action of the 
Indian Government has, according 
to allreports, made them as clamorous for 
the repeal of the Sherman law as were the 
advocates of the sound dollar. While their 
willingness to vote for the repeal of the Sher- 
man law, no doubt, contains a reservation in 
favor of free coinage, their disposition has 
been so much weakened that most people be- 
lieve that the repeal of the discredited law is 
assured as soon as Congress can meet and 
get organtzed. The great common sense of 
this country is unlikely to further tolerate 
the spectacle of a 50 cent dollar for the sake of 
humoring one and injuring all the rest of its 
great industries. 

The stock market for the week has been a 
most eccentric one, alternating day by day 
between marked strength and equally marked 
weakness, At the close of the week a very 
sharp upward movement was caused by 
credible reports, since confirmed, from 
Washington, that the Executive had decided 
to call Congress together in extra session on 
the 7th day of August. The character of the 
market was very clearly shown by the effect 
of this rumor, as indeéd its professional 
character has been for some time past shown 
by its susceptibility to the slightest change of 
the situation. The short interest in the mar- 
ket is a large and bold one, but like 
every other short interest, it always likes to 
play a game with the percentage in its favor. 
The general market is a rather peculiar one, 
in that a great deal of tne outside trading is 
also for the-short account, as the class of 
customers now found in broxers’ offices are 
almost as professional speculators as the 
room traders themselves. Most of them have 
been seasoned by yeurs of experience and 
prefer to follow ephemeral influences to tak- 
ing any Gecided stand on the market. There 
is, of course, a long interest in the market, 
but the very reduced borrowings of the 
brokers show that stocks have been 
taken out of their tin boxes to be placed in 
more permanent abodes. This accounts for 
the very violent fluctuations noted in the dif- 
ferent markets, and when general conditions 
assume a more definite shape, the position 
of the short interest will be a dangerous one, 
as.while they are at present the only buyers, 
the burden of finding sellers will likely prove 
a serious task for them when they all begin 
together tocover. ‘ihe present position of 
the bears, that of feeding on each other. can - 
not last forever, andthey themselves admit 
that the market is practically bare of stocks. 

Rates for call loans during the week have 
ranged from 3to7 percent. The former rate 
representing only cases Where parties have 
endeavored to place overborrowings of 
money. The top rate of 8-l6ths and interest 
was reached on Thursday, and the money 
situation during the forenoon of that day was 
a very threatening and critical one. Nothing 
but the bromptest action could have saved 
the situation, an it is greatly to the 
credit of the half Wozen bank presidents, 
who, forming themselves into a syndicate, 
threw their cembined resources into the 
breach. The effect on the market was in- 
stantaneous, and while call money rates have 
since reache the high figure of 60 per cent, 
little less could be expected under condl- 
tions on the last day of June. That the banks 
by their actions averted a crash both in com- 
mercial and financiai circles is now well 
known, and it would have been a crash of 
perfectly solvent houses whose downfall 
would have been due pm ply and entirely to 
the en of obtaining sufficient 
money at any terms and on any coliateral. 
The extension 0 the banks’ loans 
by reason of tue issue of clearing- 
house certificates fas been in a great meas- 
ure offset for the last few days by a very 
general calling of loans by the trust com- 
panies and insurance companies for the 

urpose of making the large payments tinci- 

ental to their business on July I, and several 
railways and otber corporations who have 
laudibly enough attempted to relieve the 
general situation by the prepayment of in- 
terest have also contributed to the squeeze 
by calling im loans they had out on call. 
More 3 were, of course, benefited by get- 
ting their interest payments a day or two 
ahead of timo, but the effect on the 
money and the stock Exchange was disturb- 
ing. he total issue of clearing -house certifi- 
cates up to date amounts to 617,980, 000.

What uld undoubtedly, 
however, ease the — QA more than any 
other single event, would be the resumption 
of gold imports, concerning which opinions 
vary in an unusual degree: The experience 
ofthe last two weeks suggests that with 
a decline in money rates, sterling 
will advance. As this, however, meansa 
return ofthe market to normal conditions, 
it can hardly be looked on as unfavorable. 
But even with a considerable advance rates 
would still justify the import of gold bars or 
eagles. These the Bank of England at pres- 
ent will not sell, and with its unprecedented. 
ly large reserve of gold—upward of £30,000,- 
000, it is completely master of the situation. 
There is no gold ig London's open market, 
and such as arrivés from time totime is in- 
stantly bought, as was the case this week by 
the bank. ut this situation can hardly con- 
tinue permanently. 

The volume of grain exports, and the con- 
tinuation of foreign purchases of wheat 
futures, insure a later turn in tue trade 
balance, so that the best the bank can doin 
any case is to postpone the day of dee ng 
The bank’s present unusual strength in 
bullion renders it possibie thatthe appeals of 
New York sterling bankers may be consid- 
ered. if so, the flow of gold in this direction 
may begin very soon.

RESEMBLES HIS FATHER SOMEWHAT 
BUT NOT HIS EQUAL. 


Not by any Means an Educated Man—His 
Greatest Virtue Is Tireless Industry— 
Believes in Nothing and in Nobody—Is 
Extremely Penurious—His Character 
Analyzed. 


New York, July 1.—George Gould has in hig 
hands the power which made Jay Gould 
feared and hated. The power which enabled 
him to destroy men in Wall street for amuse- 
ment or revenge, and which made it ad- 
visable for him to hide in a Turkish bath 
when election time found the people in a 
state of excitement. George Gould its as 
rowerful as any man can hope to be in this 
country without resorting to the old-fash- 
foned method of securing the good- 
will and the support of the people. 
In spite of this position, which 
makes him as ia portant to us as any prince 
or future potentate to a European country, 
the country knows nothing about George 
Gould, The information to be supplied here 
isrellable. It combines the careful observa- 
tion of various painstaking men and ts veri- 
fled by one who knew George Gould before he 
first put on long trousers. 

George Gould wentto work in Wall street 
when he was 16 years old. He has been hard 
at work ever since. Asa consequence he 18 
at present not, dy any means, an educated 
man. He speaks English fairly well 
but does not write or spell 
in a satisfactory manner. His early 
work was done in the office of his father’s 
broker. He was one of the small clerks, ran 
errands, delivered stock and 830 forth. At 
the beginning he developed his greatest vir- 
tue, tireless industry. Heisacynic. He be- 
lieves in nothing and in nobody. Most men’s 
characters are formed by a compensation of 
their own instinct. A study of himseif may 
have developed these singular character- 
istics in young Gould. He isa short man, 
very dark, black mustache, and the general 
appearance of a Cuban. He is extremely 
penurious. Money to him is everything. He 
is wrapped up in it. His greatest desire is 
to get rich, but in this he is hampered by the 
fact that he is penny wise and pound foolish. 
Jay Gould was wrapped upin this boy. He 
had him with him constantly, and the be- 
quest in his will, leaving to George, in addi- 
tion to his other share, $5,000,000 for special 
services rendered, was based on a desire to 
impress the importance of George upon the 
public and toemphasize his appreciation of 
George’s — It pleases George to be 
told that he 1s Uke his father. He tries to 
cultivate an imagined resemblange In every 
way. As a matter of fact, hé is not at all 
like him physically and mentally the resem- 
blance is slight. It is said by those who do 
not ike George Gould that he has Inherited 
all his father’s bad traits andsnone of the 
good ones. a 

It is interesting to speculate Foncernmg 
George Gould’s ability to keep the great for- 
tune left by his father. Itis generally be- 
lieved that he will succeed in doing so. The 
fortune, which amounted to about §70,000,000 
at Jay Gould’s death, has shrunk by $10,000,- 
000 since then, This shrinkageis due toa 
financial depression and the falling off in the 
value of stocks. It does not indicate any de- 
crease inthe holdings of the Gould family. 
At the same time one incident attending the 
recent. shrinkage indicates that George 
Gould is not dullt to weather such storms 
which his father passed through safely. in 
a recent small Wail street panic George 
Gould determined to stop the drop in Missouri 
Pacific. He intimated to others that 
it was a good thing to buy. Many of those 
who knew him doubted the sincerity of this 
advice, but it wassincere, for he himself 
started in to buy. He bought 20,000 shares 
andthen the stock continued to fall and 
great blocks were offered to him from every 
direction. He swallowed his loss and ran 
away at full speed. He is no bear fighter. 
That shows the difference between Jay Gould 
and the young man Who has succeeded him. 
It Jay Gould nad started in to drop the Mis- 
souri Pacific he would have been at the 
ticker to this day buying up the stock as fast 
as it came in. Twenty thousand shares 
would have been nothing to him. One hun- 
dred thousand shares would not have dis- 
turbed him. 

George Gould differs entirely from his father 
in one respect. He cultivates no personal 
attachments onthe part of the men in his 
service. Those under him are aware that 
they have no chance to lay up for themselves 
a capital of good conduct and loyalty. Hets 
ready at any time to remove a man to make 
room for a cheaper one whom, he imagines, 
can do as well. A result of this is that every 
good man inthe employ of George Gould’s 
concerns is ready to get out and fada safer 
berth. He has a great ambition which is 
destined probably never to be realized. He 
is determined to become the richest. man 
in this country and in the worid. 
To further this ambition he works 
constantly and hard. As he is lacking in 
courage or Overstocked with caution he will 
probably not live to achieve this. With his 
fortune that has shrunk alreadv from 9, 
000,000 to $60,000,000, he would have to take 
greater risks than he is capable to realize his 
ambition. It will probabiy buzz about un- 
satisfied in his little dark head until he dies, 
When those millions are divided among those 
children and the children of George Gould’s 
brothers and sisters they will not amount to 
much, When that time comesthe big finan- 
cialengine constructed by Jay Gould vil 
have disappeared. George Gould has tour 
children, George Gould, in the meantime, is 
not apt to do much harm nor much good,

Old Gentleman. 


LAST SEEN ALIVE ON THE DECK OF A 
STEAMER. 


He ani His Daughter Were Traveling 
From Norfolk to New York on the 
Guyandotte—He Had With Him Money 
and Securities Amounting to $100,000 
—Murder or Suicide. 


New Tonk, July 1.—Cicero Harrison, a 
wealthy carriage-maker of Jackson, Mich., 
and a fourth cousin of ex-President Har- 
rison, with his widowed daughter, Mrs. Mary 
Oliver, was a passenger on the Old Dominion 
Line steamship Guyandotte, which left Nor- 
folk, Va., Thursday, bound for New York. 
Mr. Harrison is 78 years of age and he and 
his daughter are traveling for their health. 
They left their home at Jackson, Micb., 
some time ago and since then they have 
traveled extensively inthe East. Five days 
ago they left Boston and went to 
Norfolk. Mrs. Oliver spent most of 
her time shopping there and the old 
gentleman wandered around viewing the 
sights. He was ina particularly fine state of 
spirits, and declared that his health was 
much benefitted by the trip. On the steam- 
ship he took state room No. 20 on the saloon 
deck. Mis room- mats was a dry goods man 
named Levi from Norfolk, who was coming 
here to buy goods. The old gentlemen chat- 
ted pleasantly with him and told him many 
of his plans, On several occasions Mr. Har- 
rison exhibited a roll of bills, and he also 
confided that he had $100,000 as securities 
in a valise with him. He had also 
a $7,000 mortgage on a Southern mine. After 
dinner he took a chair on the upper deck. 
Steward Alexander Brown brought him a 
seat and the old gentleman with his feet 
comfortably fixed on the rails rested in the 
warm night air. That was the last seen of 
him. His daughter and the steward left him. 
He remarked that he would retire in a few 
minutes and wished no other attention. Mr. 
Levi, his room-mate, went to bed early and 
when he was sound asleep Mr. 
Harrson was _— still on deck. In 
the morning after the breakfast gong 
had been sounded for some time Mrs. Oliver 
went to arouse her father. She was aston- 
ished not to find him and to see his berth had 
not been occupied. Levi could not 
throw any ligùt on the old gentleman’s dis- 
appearance.

- famous. The lake is only a few miles from 
Minneapolis, and it has been for years 
famous as a summer resort for the people 
from the South, as well as from the East. 

It is reached by a half dozen different lines 
of railroads, all lines running to the prin- 
cipal hotels. The latter are of the mammoth 
order in their proportions, large enough to 
‘accommodate all the summer travel coming 
tothe lake at present, though it is likely 
that this year their capacity will be taxed 
to the utmost, owing to the 
large number of people who will de 


ing ever since the ice went out here, 
are both in splendid shape. An eight-oared 
event between these cities will bean annual 
event at Minnetonka from this year. 

The four-mile course over which the Cor- 
nell-Pennsylvapia race will be pulled was 
laid out during the last winter on the ice, 
and it is therefore absolutely true as to dis- 
tance and in all other essential points. The 
accompanying map of the lake, upon which 
the course is marked, shows plainly the lay 
4 ofthe water. Thestart will be from Breezy 
Point, Wayzata, and the course will lie di- 
rectly across Bay St. Louis, in full view of the 
piazza of the Hotel St. Louis. Thecrews will 
finish in front of the Lake Park Hotel, where 
those who do not follow the race will congre- 
gate to witness the final struggle. 

Stands are being erected from which a good 
part of the course Will be visible, but the 
majority of the enthusiasts have chartered 
steam launches to carry them on the day of 
the races. There are hundreds of launches 
on the lake, and these will all be pressed into 


service. 

In view of this statement, {tis as well to 
say that perfect arrangements have been 
made for policing the course. A large num- 
ber of boats will be engaged for police ser- 
vice on the day ofthe race. 

After the start from Breezy Point, the 
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The Four-Mile Course. 


Nere from all over the country to witness the 
Cornell-Pennsylvania event, as well 
as the races of the Mis- 
sliesippi Valley Association and the 
Minnesota and Winnipeg Association, which 
follow closely on the big event of the sea- 
gon, 

There is hardly a more beautiful spot in 
America than Minnetonka. While so large 
that it takesa full day’s steaming to make 
the circuit of its ramifications, the water 
stretches are so broken up with islands and 
headlands that there is but one possible 
four-mile straight-away course on the whole 
lake, and that one, by a lucky chance, is as 
straightas adie. Minnetonka’s shores are 
surrounded with dainty cottages and hand- 
some summer residences. 

The shores everywhere slope easily to the 
water, and the greater part of the shore line 
is „ ee of delightfully green turf front - 
uz the houses of those who spend six months 

ot the year there. The entire stretch of 
ore, with its hundreds of picturesque in- 
"= Gentations and headlands, is heavily 
samevooded. so that there is not a rough or harsh 
Spot to be seen anywhere. 

The Cornell-Pensylvania race will be the 
‘frst event in eight-oared boats ever pulled 
on Minnetonka, but many moreare in pros- 


steering will be straight forthe point of Big 
Island, whichis half over the course, and 
the first headland. It is impossible to make 
a mistake in steering over this water, for the 
marks are too distinct to be mistaken. After 
passing the Big Island mark, the courseis a 
straight line forthe entrance to Gideon’s 
Bay, the finish being off the point at which 
the Lake Park Hotel stands, 

Coach Woodruff of Pennsylvania said yes- 
ferday that it was an easy course to steer 
after the coxswains had been over it a little, 
and he did not believe there was a better 
course in the country so far as straightness 
and easy steering was concerned. There is 
a chance, though, that this year’s race may 
be pulled on rougher water than either crew 
has been used to, while there is also a possi- 
bility that the entire stretch will be as level 
as a sheet of paper. In last year’s regattas 
here there was not even a ripple on the 
water, the principal event being won in the 
lightest four-oared paper boat Waters ever 
turned out, 


The Pennsylvania crew’s quarters are at 
the Hotel Lafayettee, an immense caravan- 
sary at Minnetonka Beach, owned and con- 
trolled by the Great Northern Railway Co. 
The north wing of the house has been given 
over to the use of the crew, and a first-class 
boat-house was erected this spring for hous- 
ing the eight-oared boats. This house con- 
tains all the most modern equipment, as also 
does the big boat-house at the Lake Park 
Hotel, which has been given over to the Cor- 
nell crew. ‘The latter crew have a cottage, a 
very qulet and well equipped little place,

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An American Woman Goes Nai in Paris 
—Sensaktion Created by Her Appear-' 
ance on a Balcony Clad Oniy in a 
Night Dress — Lucy Hooper’s Paris 
Letter. . 


Paris, June 16.— The graud week, as the 
one terminating on the eve of the Grand 
Prix de Paris is termed in French society,has 
brought brilliantly toanend the gay season 
at Paris. The Grand Prix itself was mag- 
nificently successful. The. weather seemed 
as though made on purpose. The sky was 
cloudless, the sunshine dazzling and a deli- 
clous breeze prevented the atmosphere of the 
bright June cay from being oppressive 
in the slightest degree. The number 
of persons present was simply 
overwhelming. Over 400,000 in all passed the 
gates, and some 20,000 equipages made their 
way to Longchamps in the course of the day. 
Then a French horse wun the grand race of 
the day, so altogether the enjoyment of the 
occasion was unmarred by a single draw- 
back, 

It must be confessed, however, that, in 
the way of toilets, the Grand. Prix 
has fallen into degeneracy. The fash- 
ions for out-door wear are no 
longer magnificent. The most elegant of the 
society leaders appeared in nothing more 
striking than crepe or crepon, or delicate 
muslins trimmed with lace. Mme. Carnot’s 
costume was deservedly admired, It was 
composed of white lace, made up over pale 
silver gray taffetas and trimmed with bow 
knots of pale yellow fallle, a combination of 
color strikingly becoming to her brunette 
beauty. But the great attraction of 
the dress of the feminine portion 
ofthe assemblage layin the collecting to- 
gether of such masses of delicate yet vivid 
hues, green and pink predominating. There 
were a good many toilets in pale yellow, 
and alsoin mauve blended with mastic or 
silver-gray. The revival of white musiins 
trimmed with Valenciennes lace was very 
noticeable. These dainty gowns were made 
up over pale blue or pale green taffetas 
where the gown was not wholly 
white, The Lole Fuller silks 
in wide shaded rainbow stripes, the dresses 
so composed being set off with shaded para- 
sols in the same style, were very popular, 
but rather jarred on one’s sense of good taste 
by their theatrical aspect. Dressesin pale- 
colored changeable taffetas, the favorite 
tints being blue and rose color or blue and 
gold-yellow, were extensively worn. A ne- 
gress black as ebony, who sat alone In a vic- 
toria, was attired in rich faille ofa Drill.

One of the pink dresses was as striking as 
it was pretty. it was in faille in three 
shades. e skirt was covered with three 
slightly aer flounces, the lowest one in 
the deepest shade, the second Nght and 
topmost flounce the lightest of 
all. A cape in three corre- 
sponding ruffles covered the lady’s 
shouiders. Her bonnet was composed of pink 
roses in varying shaues, set amongst a full 
ruching in the fashionable lace of the hour, 
point applique. 


The Princess de Sagan’s grand ball, given 
in honor of the Duchess d' Aosta (Princess 
Letitia Bonaparte), was not only the most 
superb entertainment that has taken place 
in Paris during the present season, 
but was also the most magnificent 
one that the sumptuous hotel on the 
Rue St. Dominique has witnessed for some 
seven years past. Thelongline of drawing- 
rooms fronting on that street were thrown 
open, as well asthe grand ball-room, so de- 
spite the fact that there were over three 
thousand persons present, there was neither 
over-crowding nor over- heating. The whole 
ofthe vast hotel was profusely decorated 
with magnificent flowers, and the favors 
for the german, contrary to the Pa- 
risian custom, comprised a number 
of choice and really valuable objects. In 
one figure the lady dancers were presented 
with fans in mother of pearl and with 
painted leaves, the one reserved for tlie 
Princess Letitia being a genuine antique of 
the Louis XV. epoeh and worth at least 
$300. The toilette worn by the hostess was 
magnificent and artistic, the lastest master- 
plece of Worth, yet having that dash of ec- 
centricity which the Princess insists upoh in- 
fusing into all of her dresses. It wag in 
faille of the brilliant shade of 
orange known as ‘‘mandarine,’’ and was 
embroidered in an elaborate pattern in 
steel beads and spangles onthe material it- 
self. It was trimmed with scarfsin crape of 
the same color, embroidered with steel and 
with imitation precious stones, and very 
gracefully draped. The Duchess d’ Aosta 
was attired in white satin, striped with gold, 
the front of the dress being in 
white tulle, embroidered and spangled 
with gold. Her heavy black tresses, true 
Italian hair, were twisted into a classical 
knot atthe back. This knot was encircled 
with a row of large diamonds held in place 


by three trefoils also in diamonds, 


The Baroness Sellliere, formerly Mrs. Liver- 
more of New York, had on a dress in silk ofa 
vivid shade of pink figured with designs in 
emerald green velvet. Her beautiful neck 
and shoulders were almost entirely 
hidden beneath a neeklace composed of row 
upon row of splendid diamonds. That ineck- 
lace was one of the most superb ornaments 
worn on the occasion, but it wasrivalled by 
the Russian shaped diadem of the Countess 
de Talleyrand Perigord, and by the necklace 
of pearls of the Baroness Gustave de Roths- 
child, whose toilette in gold yellow satin, 
the lower half of the gkirt covered with 
an immensely wide flounce of exquisite 
lace, was deservedly admired. The Duchess 
de Morny had on a most lovely dress in white 
satin trimmed with pale pink poppies. The 
Marquise de Gallifet appeared tn a very origi- 
nal toilet which was one of the successes ,of 
the evening. It was in azure satin with the 
corsage,draperies and lower part of the skirt 
in black tulle embroidered with jet.

Congress Should Solve the Problym and 


Make Gold and Silver Current at Par. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

The President has wisely called ngress 
together at an early date to reli¢ve the 
flanancial stress by legislation on thé silver 
question, on which there are widely differing 
views and interests, and if the Meas of 
all are put hefore the people our lawmakers 
may be able, out of the mass, to evolve a gat - 
isfactory solution of the matter, and thus re- 
store confidence and enliven business. 

The law of supply and demand willalways 
control values of every commodity Just 
now the enormous surpius of grain! sight 
bas reduced prices to a ruinously low figure, 
and the agriculturist is the ‘sufferer, just as 
the silver mine Owners are, on acc 
Oe , 

16 discovery of gold in 1840 in Calfornia 
and soon after in Australia, with enor- 
mous production following, depreciated its 
value, or, as it was expressed, silvel went 
up in 1852, almost entirely withdra 
from circulation, and for the neces 
change many communities arranged fo 
issues of Scrip, to facilitate : 
The question was so momentous that 
Congress at its next session demonetized 
silver by stopping the coinage of dollars, 
limitingit to halves, quarters, dimes and 
half dimes (which are called in the Treasury 
reports subsidiary coins), reducing them in 
weightand value 7 per cent, and limiting 
their legal tender force to $5 in one transac- 
tion; this answered the purpose, change be- 
came plenty, and the avenues of trade were 
fully opened again. There was no friction 
until the unprecedented production of silver 
in Nevada, Utah, Colorado and Montana 
Overreached in volume the necessities for 
change and the demandin the arts and for 
manufacturing purposes, when our Western 
mine owners, first impressing their popula- 
tion and politicians with the necessity of a 
market for their product, made an attack on 
Congress and accomplished thelaw to coin 
dollars again on the old basis, the dollar 
of our daddies,’’ the Government stamp on 
them making them worth a dollar in the 
United States while their commercial value 
was much less. That law fostered the 
silver mining industry, until it became a 
menace to finance, but thesilvermen were 
sucha power in the land our lawmakers 
were unable to withstand the pressure and 
meet the issue squarely in the face, and the 
result Wasa compromise, the Sherman Dill, 
which, instead of allaying, has intensified 
the strain, and we are the worse off from its 
application, My ideas have always been that 
heroic measures are the only ones with which 
to meetacrisis. When a personor nation 
has medicine totake, the sooner it is done 
the quicker the patient is relieved. 

We had compromises time and again onthe 
slavery question, which Anally culminated in 
civil war, and if the issue had been met man- 
fully at the start it would have been settled 
long before without lossof blood, or certain- 
ly much less than when the irrepressible 
conflict was settled by appeal to arms. 

The silver question is now before the 
nation, and I propose to give my views.as to 
a safe and satisfactory solution, Lam in 
favor of free coinage, but upona basis of 
parity with gold; first, because it is right, 
and next, because silver is one of this coun- 
try’s largest products, 

The value Of gold is fixed by law in 
England, both the English mint ana Bank of 
England being required to take all offered at 
a fixed rate; the exact figures I do not recol- 
lect, but it is practically the basis of gold 
coin values the world over, 

The United States being ü large silver pro- 
ducer could and should in the same way 
make a price for it—fixing it a small fraction 
over the trade value of silver bullion, repeal 
all silver coinage laws and commence anew, 
detlaring silver certificates a legal tender, 
coin all the silver over into halves, quarters, 
dimes and half dimes, and do away with the 
nickels. By the time Congress meets the laws 
of trade will have fixed the real commercial 
value of silver, and they can act understand 
ingly. To amplity my views I suggest the 
new half dollar will de about equal to 80 per 
cent, the quarter 40 per cent, the dime 16 
per cent and the half-dime8s per cent of the 
present dollar. These figures Deing practi- 
cally actual value, the coin would make a 
good legal tender at home and be as good for 
export as gold. 

As the low price of silver has months ago 
closed the great mines of Holland, which had 
been worked with profit for over a century, 
the mines of North and South America have 
no substantialcompetitors, and to enact laws 
which would close our mines would be so un- 
American as not to be entertained. 

It is claimed k costs about 70 cents an ounce 
to produce Silver in this country, and on my 
basis of value there need be no fear of too 
much ofit appearing, for coinage, the arts 
and manufactures would readily absorb the 
surplus. 

To carry out my views the Government

BE HERE AGAIN ON TUESDAY.

The respect which the American schoolboy 
entertains for the memory of the authors of 
his country’s independence is greatly in: 
creased or diminished by his abilities to pur- 
chase pyrotechnic producers of illumination 
and racket. A single bunch of crackers will 
recall the genius and fearless dgring 
of that memorable penman, Thomas 
Jefferson; two bunches will cause that entire 
speech attributed by Webster to John Adams 
and beginning, ‘‘Sink or swim, live or die.“ 
etc., to chase itself through his brain. The 
addition of flower pots will put before his 
mind’s eye the imperishable group—the Con- 
tinental Congress—as it sut in old Carpen- 
ter’s Hall in Philadelphia on July 4, 1776. Add 
to these trophies a few Roman candles, and 
Gen, Washington triamphantly riding his 
gray ‘horse comes to his mental 
vision; but if a few sky rocketscan be given 
himfor the evening’s finale—if he may be 
permitted to discharge them himself—that 
boy, although perhaps minus his eyebrows 
and a joint of two of his fingers from too in- 
timate acquaintance with the powder can, 
that boy’s patriotism will be too big for his 
body. 

The Fourth of July is to him the body of 
the champagne of his life. Let him enjoy it 
before the gloomy days come. 

But we hear of one 7-year-old who is satis- 
ned with no pin; wheels or crackers ; rosettes, 
triangles and such fireworks be holds in con- 
tempt. Nothing satisfies his sense of pyro- 
technic @thetics save the costly works of 
Payn or some other equally skillful workman. 
This is the boy who has been raised in close 
proximity to ‘‘prismatic fountains,’* ‘*floral 
bombshells,’’ aerial photographs and pyro- 
technics of such ilk. 

His father calls him a connoisseur at the 
age of 7’’ and says he dreads to think 
of what he may be at the ageof 10. He 
adds thata common sky rocket does not 
charm bim—‘‘will not make him lift his 
eyes.’’ 

Mover before in the history of this 
country was there sucha demand for fire- 
works, says a dealer in the articles. It 
must be the enthusiasm generated by 
the Columbus festivities that occasions 
it. Larger orders for pyrotechnics 
have comein from the principal cities and 
towns than in any former year. This de- 
mand has increased the price of all grades, 
even enhancing the value of flrecrackers. 

This disposition of freworks to advance in 
price before tbe Fourth of July is only par- 
alleled by their sudden and tantalizing de- 
cline when that festival has passed. Like 
the winter overcoat which is marked down 
50 per cent when it Is no longer needed, or 
like the $straw hat that can de had fora 
song when the fashion has changed. the fre- 
cracker is cheap when we no longer want it. 

Yet this is a great year for freworks—after 
allis said. Inthe wholesale establishments 
the shipping cierks dad porters are kept 
active every day in getting out packing cases 
and boxes covered with matting and Chinese 
hieroglyphics. But in these days the dealer 
who has procrastinated inthe purchase of 
his pyrotechnic stock until just before the 
Fourth mas that he has made a mistake. He 
finds that about half the other dealers of the 
country have delayed also and they come to 
the fireworks depot of supply like hungry sol- 
diers arounda sutler’s camp after pay day. 
Nor does a purchaser know wha® be is buy- 
ing. Hecannot tell wh his costiler stock 
will develop when touched off.’’

New Yo July 1.—The guns of the French 
man- of- war Luten aretrained on Bangkok.

A man can be 
divorcea whenever he likes by entering the 
priesthood for a month or so. High and 
mighty nobles do not require any such for- 
mality.

A PROGRESSIVE KING. 

The King of Siam has a very large assort- 
ment of wives. He is so high and mighty 
that he must marry nobody deneath him in 
rank, his only equals being his own family. 
His regular official queen must, therefore, 
always be his half sister. The Siamese 
women are not very beautiful. They are 
short and yellow faced. The present King of 
Siam is the most progressive the country has 
ever had. He is far in advance of his people, 
and he is doing a great deal to civilize them. 
Before his second coronation, in 1873, all 
natives who approached the King had to do 
60 on all tours. They had to 
raise their hands in adoration 
to him and bump their heads on 
the mats before him. He did away with all 
this and ‘introduced the American handshake 
into his reception of foreigners. He gives 
receptions to foreigners and he speaks the 
English tongue, though he never does this 
when noted foreign visitors have an.audience 
with him. He considers it beneath his dig- 
nity at such time to speak in any other lan- 
guage than the Siamese, and re has an inter- 

roter who translates the Engiish words into 

lamese and the Siamese words into Eu glish. 
He has Drought the telegraph and the tele- 
phone into Bangkok and established a street 
car line and lignts his harem with electric 
lights. This King of Siam isa Buddhist and 
he was for time a Buddhist priest, as isthe 
custom with all men in Slam. Everyone is 
expected at some time to enter the priest - J 
hood and this monarch with his millions of 
treasure, his score of wives and $10,000,000 
a year, once shaved his head and gave up his 
crown and his harem to wear a yellow cot- 
ton scarfabout his waist and went fasting 
and praying. His majesty’s name is perhaps 
the longest of any monarchin the world, 
It contains fifty-seven letters and he is called 
Chulalangkorn for short.

HOW PARIS KEEPS CLEAN. 


The Code of Rules Prescribed by the Pre- 
fect of the Seins. 


Sec. 1. It is absolutely forbidden to throw 
upon the public way, at any hour of the day 
or night, household’ garbage or sweepings 
coming from the interior of any private 
property or public establishment. 

Sec. 2. From the date ofthe present order 
the landlord ofevery inhabited house shall 
cause to be deposited every morning, either 
outside onthe sidewalk or just inside the 


entrance, ata spot perfectly visible and ac- 
cessible, one or more common receptacles of 
sufficient capacity to hold the house refuse of 
all the tenants or occuplers. 

The said receptacies must be put out at 
least one hour before the time fixed for the 
removal, which is between 6:30 and 8:30 
o’clock in the morning in summer that Is to 
say, from the Ist of Apriltothe 30th of Sep- 
tember—and between 7 and9a.m. in the 
winter—that is to say, from the ist of October 
to the ist of March. 

The receptacies must be taken back into 
the house ina quarter of an hour at most 
afterthe cart has passed. The janitor, if 
there be one in the house, will be personally 
held to take care that the receptacies are put 
out and taken in again, but the landlord 
shall, nevertheless, be legally responsible. 

Sec. 8. The common receptacles, whatever 
may be their mode and form of construction, 
must comply with the following conditions: 
Each receptacle shall havea maximum ca- 
pacity of 120 liters (27 gallons), and when 
empty shall not be heavier than 15 kilograms 
(32 pounds). If circular in form it must not be 
more than 56 centime (21 tnches) in dlame- 
ter. If its shape is rectangular or elliptical ft 
must not be more than 80 centimeters long 
and 50 centimeters wide (31 inches by 10 
inches). It must not in any case be deeper 
than it is wide. 

The receptacies must be provided with two 
handles on their upper part. They must be 
painted or galvanized and bear on one ot 
their lateral faces the name of the street and 
the number of the house marked in clear 
characters. They must be kept clean and in 
good order, both inside and out, so as not to 
give off any bad odorwhenempty. These 
Seng meee shall be kept by the landlord at 
the disposal of the tenants from 9 p. m. until 
the time when they have to be puton the 
roadway. 

Sec. 4. With the exception of the cases 
hereinaftemmentioned in sec. 5 and6, no 
house refuse shall be thrown elsewhere than 
into the common receptacles provided for 
that purpose. If the common receptacle is 
not available or is insufficient, the tenants 
must eitner leave their own receptacles tem- 
porarily in the place of, or near, the common 
one, or wait for the passage of the cart, so 
so that their garbarge can be thrown 
directly into it. 

Sec. 6. It is forbidden to throw into the 
common receptacle any refuse belonging to 
either of the two following categories, 
namely: 

1. Sollorrubbdish of any kind taken from 
buliding operations, or taken from gardens. 

2. Residues and waste products of every 
description arising from the exercise of any 
trade or industry, Which must be removed at 
the expense of the person concerned. 

The only exception to this prohibition is as 
regards the garbage of hotels and restaur- 
ants. 

Sec. 6. It is also forbidden to deposit the 
following articles in the common receptacles, 
Broken glass, crockery, pottery, etc,, which 
the department undertakes to remove, but 
which must be placed in special receptacles 
alongside the ordinary ones. 

Sec. 7. Rag gatherers are forbidden to 
strew the garbage on.the public way; they 
can turn it out on to a piece of sacking and 
examine there, but must afterward put it 
back into the receptacles. 

Sec. 8. All the provisions of the present 
order are applicable to houses situated in 
courts, passages and alleys, and other 
places having the character of private 
property. In these cases the common re- 
ceptacies must be deposited at the point 
where these places open onto the public 


way. 

Sec. 9. Infringements of the n 
regulations will be taken note of and the 
parties prosecuted according to law. For 
violation of the rules relating to the putting 
out and taking in of the common recepta- 
cles, proceedings will be instituted a 
the janitor or landlord or against the 
janitor or guardian only, in the case o 
the building’s belonging to the State, the de- 


partment, or the county.

He is now engaged on another 
book on the same lines as the last and hopes 
to include in it extinct fishes, crocodiles, am- 
phibians, some of Prof. Marsh’s monsters 
and a host of of new mammals.

So far as the morality of Oriental nations 
is concerned, as it is to be studied in the 
demeanor and in the general conduct of the 
women of the East, it is very difficult to draw 
any conclusion, for the simple reason that 
their fundamental ideas of what is right are 
so different from our own. In Japan, for 
example, a woman will live with a native 
kuropean for six months, a year, or ten 
years, and no marriage ceremony is 
ever contemplated, And yet during the 
continuance of this essentially tem- 
porary arrangement they are perfectly 
true and loyal to their temporary husbands. 
Infidelity, as a matter of fact, is altogether 
unheard of. But when the term of this 
rather unusual service has been brought to 
an end, for one reason or another, the par- 
ties to the contract separate, and the woman 
accepts another engagement. In every 
Japanese city a definite area is set off for the 
houses of the kind against which Dr. 
Parkhurst makes war, and this is called 
the Yoshiwarra. Everything is regulated 
on a detailed and elaborate basis, and 
the place is just as free from unpleasant 
features as suck a place can be, Young 
girls are apprenticed to the life of this 
colony fora period of three years, starting 
in when they are about 15 years of age. When 
the time of apprenticeship is over, they re- 
turn to their homes, which are usually in the 
country, and foreign residents there who 
have studied this marvelous condition of 
things report that in nearly all cases they 
become good and true wives and mothers. 
This sort of thing is, of course, foreign to our 
Western Civilization, and we denounce it, 
but it should be said that the streets of Japan 
display no such awful examples of woman’s 
degradation as are to be met with constantly 
in New York, and the very sight of which 
fills the most flippant observer with pity and 
distress. 

In Indla, where some of the women are 
very attractive. a very curious custom exists, 
and is observed by several of the ancient 
tribes. The women of these tribes have each 
several husbands, who are always brothers. 
Sometimes as many as five brothers are mar- 
tied to one woman. The children of the 
women are regarded asthe children of the 
various husbands, and the offspring enjoy 
the affection of their multiplicity of fathers, 
The children, by the way, are usually 
fine, strong and healthy. The Hindoos, 
as a rule, have but one wife, but

Physicians Fear Cholera Cannot Be 
Kept Ont of Paris.

STRIKE OF PARISIAN COACHMEN A 
VERY UNPLEASANT INCIDENT. 


No Man Can Expect Safe Transporta- 

tion Now—The Amateur cabmen Kin- 
ing aud Injuring People Daily—street 
Fights of Frequent Oocourrence—Al fred 
Norton, the Colored Ferger—Mystery 
Connected With His Doings—Nows, 
Notes and Gossip. 


Panis, July 1,—During the week a fairly 
large number of Cases of cholera have been 


reported in a destltory way by news rs 
from various parts of the South; for instance, 
5 at Tareat in the Department of 
Ariege, 20 at Pamilers, several 
at Mirepoint, 8 deaths at Montpellier, 
and two deaths at Toulon. But at the Minis- 

try of the Interior the Post-DIsPaTCH corre- 
spondent was informed that the Government 
did not think the epidemic important enough 

to warrant a publication of statistics for this 

week, A workman named Bernare, living in 
St. Denis, dled of a choleraic disease. A young 
girl died inthe ontmartre region of a simi- 
lar disease. The Bureau of Statistics reports 
a number of cases of a choleriform disease in 
hospitals. The total number of deaths is 
1,069, as against a weekly average of 920. 

This is the season when the streets of Paris 
become yellow with the pain-producing 
apricot and peach. The temperature has 
reached 80 for three days and many things 
are favorable to the development of cholera. 
It is generally conceded that if the 
Southern epidemic becomes serious the dis- 
ease cannot be kept out of Paris. 

STRIKING COACHMEN, 

The strike of the Parisian coachmen is a very 
unpleasant thing. No man can intrust his 
person with safety to the drivers. The com- 
pany has engaged to replace the strikers 
they do not even know how to go straight on 
the street car tracks. These amateure cab- 
men Killed a child and Injured three persons 
severely in various partsof the city yester- 
day, and such accidents are of dally occur- 
rence. 

The strikers assailed the newcabmen in the 
streets with abuse and occasionally fists. 
Cabs deserted by drivers for tear of strikers 
or in despair of being able to drive straight 
are seen in the streets here and there. Last 
night strikers burned a cab. 

FORGER ALFRED NORTON. 

Alfred Norton, a gifted man of color, who 
makes a living by forging diplomatic docu- 
ments, and whorecently brought about the 
collapse of the Boulangist party. is still being 
confronted by the Judge d' Instruction. with 
journalists and publicmen.

A NUMBER REPORTED KILLED ON BOTH

The Outlaws Fought Their Way Through 
the Ranks of the Surrounding Party 
and Reached the Mexican Border— 
Hotly Pursued by the American Offi- 
cers—Crimes and Criminal News. 


Raw ANTONIO, Tex., July 1.—A dispatch was 
received here this evening from Alpine, Tex., 
stating that the posse of-200 citizens and om. 
cers who left Ysleta to avenge the death of 
Oapt. Frank Jones of Company D, Texas 
Rangers, who was killed yesterday by a band 
of Mexican thieves and smugglers, surround- 
ed the house in which the outlaws made 
their rendezvous on Tresjacales Island in 
the Rio Grande River. A desperate battle 
between the enraged citizens and 
officers on the one hand and the outlaws on 
the other took place and a number were 
killed on both sides. 

The outlaws fought their way through the 
ranks of the posse and reached the Mexican 
bank of the river. They are making their way 
for the Mountains in Mexico, and are hotly 
pursuec by the posse of American officers 
and citizens, The Mexican authorities are 
in possession of the body of Capt, Jones, and 
refuse to turn it over to his friends and fam- 
ily. 

These outlaws are known as the Bosque 
gang and have infested that section of Texas 
known as the **Bioody Peninsuia’’ 
for many years.

he skippers of the river craft, who at once 
saw that their business was doomed, took 
aavantage of the unwieldiness of the vessel 
to run foul of her as often as they 
thought they had the law on their side. 
Thus in several instances the steamer 
reached one or the other terminus of the 
route with but a single wheel.’’ 

In the winter of 1807-8 she was enlarged 
and partially rebuilt. Her hull was length- 
ened and covered from stem to stern witha 
flush deck. Two cabins were constructed 
beneath, surrounded by double ranges of 
berths, and other conveniences added. She 
commenced her trips from North Albany In 
the early spring of 1908 and the business in- 
creased to such an extent as to necessitate 
the building of two additional boats, the 
„Car of Neptune“ and the Paragon, 
each of 850 tons. 

Long before the death of Fulton he had in 
view the navigation of Long Island Sound, 
which, owingto thé Increased danger and 
exposure to storms, was considered too haz- 
ardous an undertaking to be attempted. 
Fulton, however, determined to make the 
experiment, and with this end in view bullt, 
in the early part of 1814, the Fulton.“ This 
vesselran between New York and Albany 
during the summer of 1814, and the following 
spring of 1815 made her first trip on Long 
Island Sound, being the first steam 
vessel to navigate these waters. She 
encountered rough weather, but . 
baved well and the New York 
pa ** announced that no other craft was so 
well adapted for navigation on the Sound as 
the steamVoat. 

The Fulton was sloop-rigged, one mast,and 
(depended on her sails to accelerate her speed. 
She was 184 feet in length, 26 feet beam, with 
rails along her sides, and measured about 30 
feet outside her guards. She had a square 
engine with no frame, and it did not extend 
much above the paddie-box side; her wheel 
was about six feet stroke. Her bow was like 
that ofa woop. very full above but receding 
atan angle of about 45 degrees. She carried 
on her bow a figure-head of Fulton. 

Cadwallader D. Colden, in his life of Robert 
Fulton, published 1817, says: The last pass- 


age boat which was constructed under Mr. 


Fulton’s directions, and entirely according 
to drawings and plans furnished by him, is 
the boat which navigates the Sound from 
New York to New Haven; she is nearly 40 
tons Durden, built with uncommon strength, 
and is fitted up with great conveniente and 
elegance. She is the first steamboat that 
had a round bettom like a ship. 

Since this time the improvements in steam 
boats have been going steadily on, until now 
all the waters open to navigation are travered 
by them. The question is only as to speed 
and elegance. Oould John Fitch, who made 
many sanguine predictions as to the future 
of steam navigation, be permitted to observe 
the perfection to which it has been raised he 
would himself be astonished to find how far 
his forecasts, which his friends considered 
— 4 extravagant, had fallen short of the 
realty.

* George of Tork to Marry the Princess 
. of Teck, on July 6. 


8ER WAS BETROTHED TO THE DUKE 
OF CLARENCE, WHO DIED IN 1892. 


The Royal Road to Fromotions for Scions 

' of Kingly Families—Queer Antics in 
the House of Lords—Teck Talks Royal 
Blicod—Wedding to Take Place in the 
Chapel Koyal, St. James’. 


Barely eighteen months ago the London 
Gazette had the following announcement: 
At the Court of Windsor, the 12th day of 
December, 1891. Present—The Queen's Most 
Excellent Majesty in Council. 

„Her Majesty in Council was this day 
pleased to declare her consent toa contract 
ofmatrimony between His Royal Highness 
Prince Albert Victor Christian Edward, Duke 
of Clarence and Avondale, and Earl of Ath- 
lone, Knight of the Most Noble Order of the 
Garter, and Knight of the Most Illustrious 
Order of St. Patrick, eldest son of His Royal 
Highness the Prince and his consort Her Royal 
Highness the Princess of Wales, and Her 
Serene Highness the Princess Victoria Mary 
Augusta Louise Olga Pauline Claudine Agnes, 
daughter of Her Royal Highness the Princess 
Mary Adelaide Wilhelmina Elizabeth and His 
Highness Francis Paul Charles Louis Alex- 
ander, Duke of Teck, Knight Grana Cross of 
the Most Honorable Order of the Both; which 
consent Her Majesty has also caused to be 
signified under the Gréat Seal and entered in 
the books of the Privy Council.’’ 

The wedding ceremony was to have been 
performed in st. George's Obapel, Windsor 

_ Castie, on the 27th day of February, 1892. The 
Duke of Clarence died Jan. 14, 1892. 

Hardly had he been laid to rest, when, in 
view of securing the succession to the 
_ throne, it became apparent that Prince George 
ot Wales would be made to enter the ‘state of 

matrimony in about a year’s time. From 
tune first it was said that he would marry his 
‘Dbrother’s betrothed, while others opined 
that he would seek the hand of another 
cousin, Princess Victoria of Schleswiz-Hol- 
stein, It was pointed out by these latter that 
not only was there evidence of mutual affec- 
tion betwoen the Duke and the Teck Princess, 
but that the Queen’s repugnance to the union 
under the circumstances, was insurmount- 
able. The Queen, it was said, was a Roman 
matron in her views.ofthe sanctity of the en- 
gagement tie, and regarded the Princess 
Victoria Mary of Teck as the Duchess of 
Clarence, and that she differed from the 
Prince of Wales in being strongly opposed to 
marriage with a deceased wife’s sister, or 
what Her Majesty regards as muchthe same 
thing, a marriagé with a brother’s betrothed

The Duke of York has wrongly been spoken 
of as heir apparent to bis father’s title. He 
would be so, of course, if the title *‘Prince 
of Wales’’ were hereditary, but that is not 
the case, thé title being conferred by special 
creation and investiture in favor of each hola- 
er. Of course, there is not the slightest doubt 
thatthe Duke of York will, if he lives, suc- 
ceed his father as the Prince of Wales. There 
is, however, no doubt, that the Duke of York 
is heir apparent to the Duchy of Cornwall. 


SAILOR PRINCES. 

The Duke of York is one of the several 
royal princes who have served in the Brit- 
ish Navy. The Duke of Edinburgh, his 
uncle, isan Admiral. The first of the 
princes of the House of Guelph to enter the 
navy was Edward Augustas, Duke of York, 
who, in 1758, accompanied Commodore Lord 
Howe, in the Essex, on the rather disastrous 
expedition against Cherbourg. He went as 
midshipman, yetinthe following year he 
was made a post-Captain and appointed to 
the Phonix. Ip her he cruised in the Chan- 
nel until, quitting his station, as some say, 
because of his distaste for the employment, 
but, as he averred, in consequence of a gale 
of wind which left him no option, he ro- 
turned to port, after less than four months’ 
absence. That seemsto have have been his 
sole experience atsea as a captain, but, 
after his promotion, in 1761, to be Rear-Ad- 
miral, he, in 1762, few his fag for a short 
time in the Princess Aurelia, as second in 
command in the Channel, with Lord Howe 
as his roe meg Sys but he was very {speedily 
promoted to be Vice- Admiral and once more 
returned to poit. He died at Mondeo, in 
1767, being théh, ju spite of his less than 29 
years, an Admiraiand Commander-in-Chief 
in the Mediterranean as well. 

His next brother but one, the Duke of Cum- 
berland, entered the wavy in 1768and became

IV., entered the service in 1779, and in 1811 
was Admiral of the fleet. He saw some 
service, however, witnessing Rodney’s re-

_ PROMOTIONS IN OLDEN DAYS, 

These three Georgian Princes became, as 
has been seen, post-captains at the age of 20, 
2 and 21, respectively. Im their day, how- 
ever, such early promotion was not as un- 
usual as itis now. Nelson himself was a 
post-captain at 21; Howe at 20 and Keppel 
at 109, and there is a case on record—that of. 
the Hon John Rodney, eldest son of Lord 
Rodney by his second wite—of an officer, by 
interest and not by merit, passing through 
all the grades of the profession up tothe post 
rank ina few weeks, and presenting to the 
world the extraordinary spectacle of a post- 
captain aged 15 years and 5 months.

THE MAKING OF A PEER. 

Prince George of Wales, as he was styled 
untilthen, became Duke of York on Queen 
Victoria's birthday in 1893, when the London 
Gasette announced: — 4 } 1 
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the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, 
the dignities of Baron Killarney, Earl of In- 
verness and Duke of York.’’ 

Since 1827 the title had been in abeyance 
until a year ago, The Dukedom of Albany 
was given to Prince Leopold, the fourth son 
of Queen Victoria. It is now held by his 
young son, who was born In 1884. 

The other titles of Prince George of Wales 
are new creations. The morganatic wife of 
Augustus, Duke of Sussex (sixth son of 
George III.), who was formerly Lady Cecelia 
Underwood, was on her marriage created 
Duchess of Inverness. She died in 1873. 


DUKE OF YORK’S COLUMN. 

Americans who visit London are familiar 
with the Duke of York’s Column, situated 
near Oarlton House Terrace. It was erected 
in 1832 of Scotch granite, 124 feet high, de- 
signed by Wyatt, surmounted by a statue of 
Westmacott. This monument commemo- 
rates Frederick, Dukes of York, above re- 
ferred tu, and great-great uncle of the pres- 
ent holder of the peerage. He was at one 
time charged with malverss tion under the 
following circumstances: A lady love of his, 
one Mrs. Mary Ann Clark, finding the not too 
liberal allowance of the Duke unequal to her 
expenditures, hit upon the method ot in- 
creasing it by d@sposing of promotions in the 
army tothe highest bidder. Of course this 
could only be done, if nat at the instigation, 
at least by the connivance the Duke of 
York. This shameful fact comjng to the ears 
of one Col. G. L. Warle, M. P., and, on no 
less authority than tue fair Mary Ann her- 
self, he, on March 8, 1809, moved the in- 
guiry respecting the Duke of Tork, in the 
House of Commons, r 

This, as may be imagined, caused a tre- 
mendous sensation throughout the country, 
for in those days a man had to be plucky, in- 
Geed, to take a royal highness to task, no 
matter wha, his crimes were. Of course 
there were rot wanting toadies who stigma: 
tized it as a vile conspiracy, endangering the 
House of Brunswick, and even the Duke of 
Wellington endeavored to make light of it. 
But sir Francis Burdette, Lord Folkestone 
and many others joined hands with Col. 
Wardle, and a most searching inquiry was 
made; they even called Mrs. Clark to the 
Dar of the House, Although the most damn- 
ing evidence was brought forward, the legis- 
lators of that day acquitted the Duke, and 
almost offered him an apology for doubting 
his honor; However, he had the grace to 
send in his resignation as Commander-in- 
Chief, which was accepted, though shortly 
afterwards he was reinstated. Medals were 
struck in honor of Col. Wardle’s courageous 
move, bearing on one side his emgy and on 
the other a quotation of his speech: The 
duty which lowe my country is paramount 
to every other consideration. 


THE PRECEDENCE OF ROYAL DUKES. 


In June, 1892, the Lord Chancellor, at the 
Queen’s request, moved in the following

The Duke of Tork was born at Marlborough 
Housé, St. James, the residence of the Prince 
of Wales. It was built (1707-1710) by Sir John 
Vanbrugh for the great Duke of Marlborough, 
who died there in 1722. Here the first Duchess 
loved to speak ofthe King as ‘‘Neighbor 
George, be being at St. James’ Palace. In 
1817 the house was purchased by the Crown 
for Princess Charlotte and Prince Leopold, 
and it was the Prince’s house for many 
vears. Queen Adelaide lived in it after the 
death of Willlam IV. The building was used 
for the exhibition of the Vernon collection of 
pictures, after it was settled upon the Prince 
of Wales, down to ; and here commencef 
in the upper roomsa school of design which, 
with those pictures, was afterwards removed 
to the galleries of the South Kensington Mu- 
seum. 

The Princess Vietori Mary of Teck was 
born at Kensington Palace in the lower 
southeastern apartments of which, occupied 
by the Duke or Kent, Queen Victoria was 
born.

THE SCENE OF THE WEDDING. 

The Chapel Royal, St. James’, where the 
wedding of the Duke of York and the Princess 
Victoria May of Teck is to take place, is of 
little interest architecturally, beyond its 
Holbein ceiling. It must be noted that 
Queen Victoria was married there. . 1 

St. James’ Palace, at the bottom of St. 
James street and the southwest corner of 
Pall Mall, was built on the site ofa religious 
house dating from considerably before the 
Conquest and dedieated to St. James. Henry 
VIII. obtained possession of the house, pen- 
sioned off the inmates, pulled down some of 
the bulldings, bought the surroundin 
meadows, and there built what was call 
the Manor House, said to have been 
planned by Holbein—‘‘fa faire mansion and 
a park for his greater Commoditie and pleas- 
ure.“ That called Holbein’s Gate-house still 
faces St. James street. King Edward and 
Queen Elizabeth came seldom to St. James’; 
but Mary retired hither during the absence 
of her husband in Spain, and died here, as 
did also Prince Henry, eldest son of James I, 
Charles I. enlarged the palace and lived in 
it; his son, Charles II., was born here, as 
also his other children.

PLANETS IN JULY. 


Evening Sky Will Present Some 
Pretty Sights This Month. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The present year has been ‘‘short’’ on as- 
tronomical sensations, but July will con- 
tribute two or three events of more. than 
common interest. Early in the month Mer- 
cury, Mars and Venus will be groupedin the 
sunset sky, andthe amateur may enjoy the 
pleasure of seeing the first named, Mer- 
cury’s proximity to the sun is such that only 
rarely, and under extremely favorable cir- 
cumstances, is it visible to the naked-eye ob- 
server. 

Mercury Js at its greatest eastern elonga - 
tion from the sun onthejithats a. m., but 
it may be seen a few days before, and after 
that date, if one knows just where to look 
tor it. Fortunately, Venus is at hand to as- 
sist in pointing out the illusive little planet. 
Venus is now evening star, and is just be- 
ginning to be visible in the evening twilight. 
At 8 o’clock it can quite readily be perceived 
about 10 deg. above the horizon. a trifle 
aorth of sunset point. Shé sets later and 
later, and the latter part of the month will 
be quite bright. 

On June Mercury passed Venuson its 
eastward march, and now may just be 
Elimpsed a little above and to the left of it. It 
is a mere poet. butit twinkles like a dia. 
mond, while Venus glows sedately. Mercur 
will glow brighter until the Iith, when iti 
begin to diminish, and soon willbe 1 in 
the sun’s rays Once more. 

On July 9 at 884 a. m. Venus will be onl 
one-fifth of a degree north of Mars. This

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THE TROMOMETRE. 


An Instrument for Testing the Degree of 
Nervousnsss in a Patient.

Dr. Quintard of Angers has recently in- 
vented a simpie instrament which he has 
called tromometre, a d@brivation of the

He has seen one school of music fall and 
another rise, and he has been a master of 
both. At nearly 80, working and compos- 
ing with all the vigor and fire of a young 


he typifies his own country, which has been 
born anew in these modern times, and has a 
capital justly called the Eternal City, Italy, 
the land of classi¢ glories and dead civiliza- 
tions,of the splendor and decay of the Middle 
Age republics, is still in touch with the fresh 
life of the nineteenth century, and Verdi, 
too, when the Germans overthrew the florid 
and romantic school of Rossini, Bellini and 
himself, turned about and learned the lessons 
of his conquerors. 

This room in the Dortan palace is one of 
Verdi’s homes. It has been occupied by two 
ot the mighty of the earth, the Emperors 

Napoleon I. and Charles II. But where their 
war maps may have lain music scores are 
placed now. No doubt the great Compose 
has thought many hours here of the scoreo 
‘*Falstaff’’ and within these walls has fitted 
to music the pranks and mishaps of Shak- 
speare’s merry knight. 

But in this room verdi must reflect also 
sometimes on the difference between his in- 
fancy and his old age, the narrow escape of 
the poor innkeever’s boy from the lances of 
the Cossacks, and the old man who has for 
half a century enjoyed the highest honors 
that the musical world can give. This singu- 
lar example of vigor in extreme old age, for 
} musical genius usually fades early, has given 
a double interest tothe production of Fal- 
staff. Here in the Dorian palace and in his 
country home atthe Villa sant, Agata, not 
tar from La Roncole, where he was born, 
Verdi has been besiege@ with questions about 
„Falstaff. In Italy they worship music 
and nowhere else will the public encorea

Boito 
assured him that it would not, and then he 
and Verdi made the agreement. In the spring 
of 1890, during a stay at Nervi, Boito wrote a 
great part of the libretto and completed it 
shortly afterwards. 


Verdi has been working on the musie of- 


Falstaff“ for about two and a half years. 
It is drawn from Henry IV.“ and rue 
Merry Wives of Windsor, and Falstaff is the 
great central character. All others are in- 
Significant beside him. He occupies the 
stage during all but ten minutes of the opera. 
It was announced a short while ago that the 
opera was a lyric comedy in three acts and 
five scenes, with nine characters besides 
Falstaff—two sopranos, one mezzo, one con- 
tralto, three tenors, one baritone and one 
basso, and a chorus of thirteen male ana 
fifteen female voices. 


THE LIBRETTO. 

According to the latest issues of the Milan 
dramatic papers the libretto described the 
trick played on Falstaff by the merry wives of 
Windsor. The cutting to three acts entailed 
a great amount of simplification. The prac-

The woman of the belfry was Giuseppe 
Verdi’s mother, andthe child at her breast 
was Giuseppe Verdi himself, of whose new 
Opera, Falstaff, the music-lovers of two 
worlds are now talking. Thus, on the dreary 
plain of Parma, where seemingly there is 
nothing to inspire genius, and among scenes 
of blood and rapine, began the life of a man 
whose career has been devoted to the divine 
art, and suggests nothing of violence.

HIS RIPE OLD AGE. 

When Aida, marking the change and 
new development of Verdis genius, was 
produced at Cairo in 1871, and received an 
instant and lasting success, it was thought 
thatthe composer’s work had ended. He 
was nearing 60, and at that age the imagin- 
ative faculties usually are growing dim. But 
many years later came Otello, which 
many able critics consider his masterpiece, 
though it has not achieved the popularity of 
**Trovatore’’ or of Alida. 

But the old composer could not rest with 
„Otello.“ When it was heard he was work- 
ing on a new opera some one asked him why 
he did not spend his old age in ease and idle- 
ness—for, besides being rich in fame, he was 
was rich in the more substantial gains that 
provide comforts for young and old alike. He 
replied; 

I must work, I still feel the inclination 
to compose. I am actuated by it as I was 
when a young man and wtthout such work 
I could not be happy.’’ 


It was this feeling which has created 
Falstaff. This old man must work and 
the public always awaits with interest the 
result of his labors. On many occasions in 
late years the maestro has told intimate 
friends that he desired to write a comic 
opera, but he could not find a subject to 
suit him, He wanted one of brilliant com- 
icalityand he searched history and fiction 
for it until he was in despair. 

He read through all the Italian and French 
comic writers without finding a subject that 


but none of their suggestions fully satisfied 
him. In the summer of 1889 he was in Milan 
and was talking with his friend, Arrigo Boito, 
the librettist and brilliant

When the opera was nearly ready Verdi 
was invited to dinner by his musical pub- 
lisher, Giulio Ricordi, at the Hotel Milan, 
where the composer usually stops when he 
goes to Milan. Boito happened to be a guest 
at the same banquet. Verdi was in a won- 
derfully good humor. He wasso merry that 
the dinner was one of the most cordial and 
pleasant that the publisher had ever given 
to him, 

Ricordi himself, who had published all of 
Verdi’s operas, did not know that he was at 
work on a new one. Before that, when about 


to set to work on new music, Verdi had been 


in the habit of sending to Ricordi for paper 
of a special quality. Bat this time, in order 
to keep his secret better, he obtained it from 
another source. 80 Ricordi himself knew 
nothing. 

When the dinner was nearly over Boito 
arose. He held a glass of wine in one hand 
and waved the other for silence. Then he 
said: 

Let us drink tothe health and success of 
him of the great stomach.’’

LABOR OF LOVE. 

It is said that Verdi and Boito were rivals 
in enthusiasm and spirits during the compo- 
sition of this work, Each was full of sus - 
gestions for fan and comic effects, and in the 
enjoyment of his task Verdi became almost a 
boy in feeling. When working on it at the 
Villa Sant’ Agata he invariably rose in the 
morning at5o’clock. Then he took a walk 
through his domain, which is extensive, and 
after that devoted six or seven hours daily 
tothe opera, When engrossed in the orches- 
tration of ‘‘Falstaff’’ this period was pro- 
longed fortwo or three hours more. Then 
he would play biiliards, of which he is very 
— handling the cue often for hours at a 

me, 

When preparing for the production of his 
opera one difficulty upon which Verdi had 
not calculated occurred. The role of Falstaff 
Was written for a baritone, Verdi wished 
Victor Maurel, of whose talents he hada 
high opinion, and whom he had chosen as 
his Iago before a note of ‘‘Otello’’ was 
ever written, tocreate the part. Maurel ac- 
cepted it gladly and studied the part for 
months, but he was puzzled by the exigen- 
cles of the make-up as Falstaff. 

Maurel intended to copy as accurately as 

possible the physical peculiarties of a very 
stout Englishman. He intended to wear a 
great Elizabethan wig of red hair sprinkled 
with gray which he had ordered from a 
theatrical wigmaker of London, He thought 
it best to make Falstaff a younger man than 
he is usually represented on the English 
Stage. He wished to appear not much past 
middle age; in fact, a fresh-faced, healthy 
individual,not unattractive despite his colos- 
sal stomach, 
But as Maurel himself is not stout, how to 
create the required degree of fatness without 
interfering with his acttvity was the prob- 
lem, He feared thatthe ordinary process of 
simulating flesh by means of masses of wad- 
ding would prevent htm from moving with 
ease about the stage and would impair the 
vivacity and effect of his carriage and 
gestures. Various new methods were sug- 
gested for him. One of them was a false 
stomach of rubber to be filled with alr when 
in use. Manrel liked this, except in one par- 
ticular, The stomach might be stretched too 
tight and burst, ora pin prick or a point of 
a sword might cause a collapse on the stage, 
andthen Falstaff would be inthe prettiest 
pickle of his life,

A HALF DOZEN COOL DESSERTS. 


They Wiil Satisfy the Family Taste Dur- 
ing One Hot Week. 


Pineapple sherbet is made of one quart of 
grated pineapple, two heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of gelatine dissolved in hot water, one 
quart of water, one quart of sugar, the juice 
of one large lemon and the whites of two 
eggs well beaten and put in just before freez- 
ing. ; 

Snowballs are made of one cup of white 


sugar, one cup of thick cream, the whites of 
five eggs. two teaspoonfuis of baking powder 
and enough flour to make a stiff batter, They 
are baked in small custard cups and served 
cold with whipped cream. 

Orange frappee is made of one pint of 
orange juice, one peat of water, one pint of 
sugar, the juice of twolemons and the grated 
rind of two oranges. Freeze only partially 
and pack in ice without salt. 

Khubarb fool is another timely delicacy, 
Stew enough rhubarb to make two cupfuis 
when rubbed through a colander; put it into 
a sauce pan and add a cupof sugar and a 
tablespoon of butter. Beat the yolks of two 
eggs Very thoroughly, stir into the boiling 
fruit, and when it thickens like bolled cus- 
tard remove from the fire and pour intoa 
pudding dish.

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Second—The farming lands of North Dakota 
are the richest wheat lands on the face of the 
earth. The Red River valley, so often re- 
ferred to as the Nile of the Western conti- 
nent, is overflowed each year, millions of 
acres being covered with water and debris, 
which enrich the deep black soil to a remark- 


able degree. The author visited the State of 


North Dakota in April ofthis present year 
and can traly say that this rich valley of the 
Red River overfiows each spring unless this 
season was unusual this year. 

This makes the wheat land very rich, but 
has an opposite effect on railroads. The 
hotels, too, suffereda great deal. And 80 
dia the guests. There were two or three cit- 
les where the best hotels had been flooded 
with water. First the barber came up stairs 
and opened in a sample- room. Then the 
electricity and the heat and the ele- 
vator gave up the ghost, and 
the billiard balls could be heard 
knocking against the floor of the office as 
the water rose.
